With War Department Changes. 
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27TH DIVISION, NATIONAL GUARD. 


Brig. Gen. R. BE. L. Michie, commanding the 53d In- 
fantry Brigade of the 27th Division, National Guard, 
at Camp Wadsworth, Spartanburg, 8.C., on Oct. 31 last 
jssucd instructions for a series of tests to be held, to de- 
termine the relative efficiency of the’ platoons and com- 
panies in this brigade. These tests, which commence 
with the ninth week of instruction, will be taken part in 
by the 105th and 106th Infantry Regiments, and the 
105th Machine-gun Battalion. 

The tests which in each case will be conducted by a 
poard of officers will consist of the following: The pla- 
toon tests in the rifle companies; company tests for all 
the rifle companies; platoon and company tests of the 
machine-gun and headquarters company of the Infantry 
regiments. The 105th Machine-gun Battalion will con- 
duct platoon and company tests. The marking in all 
cases will be on the basis of one hundred per cent. 

It is contemplated to present to the leading platoon 
units and leading company unit (those having the high- 
est rating), a pennant or banner which will designate 
them as the most efficient in the brigade, such emblem to 
be so held only during the time such efficiency is demon- 
strated. These tests are to be considered as an inter- 
mediate examination in the 16-week instruction period, 
and it is contemplated that tests will also be held upon 
the completion of the period of training.

32D DIVISION, NATIONAL GUARD. 

A training school for officers of the 32d Division, Na- 
tional Guard, at Waco, Texas, will begin Jan. 5, 1918, to 
continue until April 5, under command of Lieut. Glenn 
W. Garlock, 128th Inf. One company of Infantry and 
one battery of Field Artillery will be attached to the 
school to be used for the instruction of the students. The 
normal strength of the school will be about 440 and will 
be organized into one Infantry company and one light 
battery Field Artillery unless the number of students 
should exceed 500, in which case they will be organized 
into two companies of Infantry and one battery of Light 
Field Artillery. ' 

All the students in the school, except forty, which are 
to be sent from the Agricultural and Mechanical Col- 
lege, of Texas, are to be selected from the enlisted men 
on duty at Camp MacArthur. The object of establishing 
this school is to train available enlisted men for appoint- 
ment as officers to fill the vacancies that may occur in 
the National Guard forces. The graduates of these train- 
ing schools who may be recommended as proficient, will be 
listed as eligible for commissions as second lieutenants 
and will be commissioned as vacancies occur. 

The organizations on duty with the 32d Division, Na- 
tional Guard, at Camp MacArthur are the following: 
32d Division headquarters, 64th Brigade headquarters, 
5ith Brigade headquarters; 125th, 126th, 127th and 
128th Infantry; 4th, 5th and 6th Wisconsin Infantry ; 
119th, 120th and 121st Field Artillery; 120th and 121st 
Machine-gun battalions; Michigan Signal Corps, 107th 
Signal Corps, 108th Engineers, Q.M. Detachment, Am- 
bulance Section, Field Hospital, Base Hospital and Re- 
serve officers. 

Col. Peter F. Piaseki and Col. Ambrose C. Pack are 
assigned as special inspectors of training for the 63 
and 64th Brigades, respectively. The main object of the 
special inspections is to insure uniformity in the in- 
struction and to weed out, if possible, any officers who 
are, either through a lack of proper training, or applica- 
tion, or for any other reason, incapable of imparting in- 
struction to the men. 

The list of calls, effective Oct. 29, includes the follow- 
ing: Reveille, assembly, 6:15 a.m.; police call and sick 
call, 7; drill, assembly, 7:30, recall, 12 noon; drill, as- 
sembly, 1:30 p.m., recall, 4:30; inspection of quarters 
by regimental medical officers, 5; retreat, 5:45. Guard 
mounting after close of drill, at such time as may be 
prescribed by regimental and separate organization com- 
manders. Tattoo, 9:30 p.m.; call to quarters (except 
Saturday), 10:15; taps, 10:30. Sunday: No reveille, 
mess or police call will be sounded Sunday morning. 
Organization commanders will set time for breakfast. 
Inspection between 8 and 10 a.m. 

“In the general plan of! co-operating with the civil 
population of-the camp and vicinity, and especially with 
the city of Waco, many courtesies have been extended to 
the officers of this command,” says General Haan, “and 
arrangements are being made for the extension of many 
mere courtesies, particularly during the Cotton Palace 
Exposition, Nov. 3 to 17, inclusive. In conference with 
the civilian committee for co-operation, the military com- 
mittee has recommended that a military ball be given 
in the Cotton Palace by the officers of this camp, as a 
partial return of courtesies to their friends in the city, 
on the night of Nov. 17. To defray the expenses of this 
ball, such as refreshments, etc., it is requested that each 
officer contribute one dollar. Regimental and separate 
organization commanders should appoint an officer to 
receive these contributions, the amounts so received to 
be turned in to the military committee, of which 2d Lieut. 
W. A. Wodlief, headquarters 57th Field Artillery Brigade, 
is treasurer.” 

General Haan through Major J. H. Howard, division 
adjutant, has issued timely instructions concerning the 
Preparation of monthly returns, which will be of great 
aid to the many new officers. Capt. John P. Parker, jr., 
Cav.

tailed as assistant to the chief of staff. 
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85TH DIVISION, NATIONAL ARMY. 


The 339th Infantry, National Army, belonging to the 
85th Division, Major Gen. J. T. Dickman, stationed at 
Camp Custer, Mich., broke good housekeeping precedent 
by moving on Nov. 1. The new quarters from its per- 
manent location for such time as it will be stationed at 
Camp Custer. This move was necessitated by the change 
in organization tables, increasing the size of rifle com- 
panies to 250 men. There is now ample space to house 
every man in the regiment, while each officer has his own 
room in the officers’ quarters. Within a week it is ex- 
pected that the battalion officers’ messes will be con- 
solidated into a regimental mess. 

Major C. F. von dem Bussche, who has commanded 
the 1st Battalion since the formation of the regiment, has 
been transferred to the 328th Machine-gun battalion. 
In addition to his regimental duties, Major Bussche has 
been the division athletic officer and was largely respon- 
sible for an officers’ football team which, so far, has 
been undefeated. As Major Bussche commanded the 6th 
Provisional Training Company at Fort Sheridan, from 
which half of the officers from the 339th Infantry are 
drawn, his loss is felt keenly. 

Second Lieut. Silas D. Harvey, of Grand Haven, 
Mich., died of pneumonia at the Camp Custer Base Hos- 
pital, Oct. 4, It is the first death in the regiment and 
the loss was felt by all his brother officers, as Lieutenant 
aarvey © quiet demeanor and efficiency had endeared him 
to them. 

The past month at Camp Custer has developed rain 
in abundance and a little snow, but climatic conditions 
have not been permitted to interfere with the training 
to any material extent. Bayonet instruction and bomb- 
ing are being taught to the soldiers, in addition to the 
routine drills. It is expected that the target season will 
be postponed until the arrival of a sufficient number of 
new Enfield rifles. 
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86TH DIVISION, NATIONAL ARMY. 


A prominent feature of recreation at Camp Grant, IIL, 
and one which adds to the physical development of the 
men of the 86th Division under Major Gen. Thomas H. 
Barry is boxing. Boxing rules have been compiled and 
approved and now all of the matches in the big camp will 
be held under the same regulations. The rules were got- 
ten up by Major Paul C. Hunt and were approved by 
Brig. Gen. C. H. Martin, Lieut. Col. W. W. McCam- 
mon and Lewis Omer, former Northwestern coach and 
now civilian sports director of the camp. 


Under the direction of Col. Ernest D. Peek, the 21st 
Regiment, Engineers (light railways) has been organized 
at Camp Grant and is now fully recruited and under 
intensive training, to be prepared when orders came 
directing its journey to France, the scene of future labors. 
Since the work to be performed in France is essentially 
that of railroading and under most extraordinary condi~ 
tions, the commander has sought primarily to develop 
an organization best qualified to cope with the unusual 
and diversified problems, consequently the personnel of 
the regiment—officers and men, is yepresentative of a 
superior type of young American railroad men. 

The regiment consists of officers and enlisted men from 
every railroad system in the United States. There are 
maintenance of way companies, operative companies, 
train crew companies and, in fact, every unit of a rail- 
road system is concentrated within the 21st Engineers. 
Their special function in France will be that of con- 
structing, operating and maintaining the light railway 
system, that is narrow gauge lines, intersecting standard 
gauge systems and operating up to the first line trenches. 

Through conservation measures Col. Charles R. How- 
land, of the 343d Infantry, has been able to save his 
companies an average of $1,000 per company during the 
past month on their mess bills. This saving was made 
by purchasing supplies in quantities. Colonel Howland 
has his mess officer make out a mess bill in advance, 
which he personally looks over and approves, and then 
this same meal is served in all of the companies of his 
regiment. In this manner the supplies are bought by one 
person instead of by sixteen persons. This makes a 
great saving in original cost and has proven to be a 
great saving in wasted food as no more than is needed 
is purchased. 

Battery D, 332d Field Art., is having artillery drill 
now with wooden horses and wooden guns. The men of 
the company, rather than await the arrival of their guns 
and the breaking in of their horses, got busy and in time 
outside of drill hours made their wooden models. The 
spirit shown by these Artillerymen is that manifested 
throughout the entire camp. Rather than wait for the 
arrival of equipment the men are manufacturing their 
own for present day usage. 

All of the regimental chaplains are to receive new 
equipment when they get to France. The Y.M.C.A. has 
arranged to secure equipment consisting of motion pic- 
ture outfit with portable generator, talking machine, 

folding organ, large tent, 600 chairs and twenty tables 
for all of the chaplains and this will be given to them 
there and thus save the shipping of same from the United 
States. Individual record cards for all of the men in 
the 86th Division are kept at division headquarters, and 
they can tell in an instant what men are carpenters, 
what men are plumbers and what men are versed in other 
professions. The division information office, has an 
alphabetical list of all officers and men in the division 
and they are open at all times to direct persons as to 
where to find their relatives and friends.

FOUNDERING OF MICHIGAN’S BOAT. 


In the drowning of the entire crew of twelve men of a 
picket boat of the U.S. battleship Michigan, in a storm on 
Oct. 30, 1917, the Navy has suffered its worst small boat 
disaster since the swamping of the launch of the U.S.S. 
New Hampshire in the Hudson River at New York city 
on Oct. 1, 1910, when some twenty-four men lost their 
lives. 

Secretary Daniels on Nov. 3, in announcing the disas- 
ter to the Michigan’s boat, said that the finding of tree 
bodies, and the failure to find any other trace of the boat 


or its occupants, led the Department to believe that all 
are drowned.

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TORPEDOING OF THE FINLAND. 

There were nine lives lost aboard the U.S. transport 
Finland when she was torpedoed in foreign waters on 
Oct. 28, 1917, while en route home. The first dispatches 
sent out, which we noted in our last issue, declared there 
was no loss of life. A casualty list seceived in Washing- 
ton on Nov. 2, from Vice Admiral Sims, U.S.N., an- 
nounced the loss of two enlisted men of the Army, three 
of the Navy, and four of the crew of the Finland.

From the accounts of survivors the weather was misty 
when the Finland was torpedoed. The life boats were 
lowered and many men left the ship in them, including 
members of the crew. Some men were drowned it is 
said by the capsizing of a boat. ‘The officers remained 
aboard, and members of the zrew who had taken to the 
boats returned to the ship when it was seen she would 
float, and the vessel returned safely to a port in France. 
he torpedo struck the coal bunkers and this neutralized 
the effect of the explosion.

BRITISH AND GERMAN SEA FIGHTS. 


Some light forces of the British navy on Nov. 3, 1917, 

accomplished some very good work by sinking one armed 
German auxiliary cruiser, the Marie of 3,000 tons, and 
armed with 6-inch guns, the disguised commerce raider 
Crocodile, of 1,000 tons, and eight German patrol craft. 
All there were sunk by gun fire in the Cattegat, between 
Sweden and Denmark. Fifty-six German survivors were 
picked up in the sea by the British, and were taken pris- 
oners, and many Germans were killed. Tweny-one sur- 
vivors were picked up by Danish steamers, and were 
landed at Copenhagen and Elsinore. The British Ad- 
Miralty in reporting the sinking of the German ships, an- 
nounced that the British suffered no casualties. 
,.Captain Lauterbach, who commanded the German aux- 
iliary cruiser Marie, in a statement to the National 
Tidende, as reported by the Associated Press, said his 
Vessel was armed with four guns and carried a crew of 
linety. She was suddenly attacked in the Cattegat, the 
shells fell with such rapidity that his men were virtually 
Unable to work the guns, and after a few shots the vessel 
was a mass of flames. The British destroyers then 
teased firing and rescued about thirty men. The captain, 
who was wounded, and fifteen men succeeded in entering 
4 life boat, and were picked up by a Danish steamer. The 
test of the crew were killed in the fight. The bodies of 
many German seamen have been washed ashore on the 
Swedish coast.

chase of second Liberty_Loan Bonds. Most of these 
allotments run for ten months. The entire American 
Army has a per capita subscription of $76.86, an aver.

the Army subscribing. 

Posts in Alaska have subscribed to $136,150. The

His 
announcement was followed the next day by an order 
from Butler, who was then military governor: “The 
orchestra of the Varieties Theater will henceforth open 
with The Star Spangled Banner, close with Hail Colum- 
bia, and Yankee Doodle must be played at least once 
during the evening.’ ” 
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In a recent comment on the mooted question as to 
whether the British fleet should attempt to enter the Bal- 
tic Sea, Arthur Pollen declared the matter to be a politi- 
eal problem first and secondarily a military problem, add- 
ing that “it is not essentially a naval problem.” He con- 
tinued: “No fleet could go through the narrow channel 
between Sweden and Denmark witiout invading. terri- 
torial waters of those two nations. Therefore the big 
problem presented by a proposal to send a fleet into the 
Baltic involves a challenge to Sweden and Denmark to 
enter the war. Extensive military preparations would 
be necessary to make the passage safe for the fleet. The

Although this 
regiment is intended primarily to furnish crushed rock 
for the construction of roads and railroads in France, the 
interesting possibility that it may be used to restore the 
famous mines of France in the mining sections now held 
by Germany has not been overlooked. 
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The drawing of numbers to determine the order in 
which the men registered for military service shall be 
called to fill Porto Rico’s quota was held in the Mu- 
nicipal Theater in San Juan, Porto Rico, on Nov. 5. 
Miss Diana Yager, the governor’s daughter, drew the first 
number, which is.1,435. Governor Yager drew the next, 
5,666. Numbers were then drawn by the President of the 
Senate the President of the House of Delegates, Lieut. 
Col. Orval P. Townshend, U.S.A., commandant of Henry 
Barracks, and by the members of the Senate and the 
House. Of the first twenty numbers, all were in the 
thousands, 1,345 being the lowest. This eliminated many 
men registered in the smaller municipalities from’ early 
call. After the officials had finished drawing the others 
of the 8,000 numbers were drawn by two little girls. 
From the numbers thus selected 12,854 men are to be 
called. 
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Senators Kenyon of Iowa and Kendrick of Wyo- 
ming, who have been making a tour of British shipyards, 
had a conference with Vice Admiral Sims, U.S.N., on 
Noy. 5. After the conference Senator Kenyon said: 
“We are convinced destroyers are the best antidote for 
U-boats. We cannot have too many of them. The addi- 
tional destroyers and the hundreds of thousands of tons 
of new shipping which England and the United States 
are turning out will in time overcome the U-boats.” 
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In accordance with recent law, The Adjutant General’s 
Office announces that allotments are paid the same month 
they accrue instead of one month later as heretofore 
prescribed. All officers are therefore enjoined to make 
prompt reports to prevent erroneous payments, and to 
exercise great care in making proper entries on pay rolls 
so that month!y amounts allotted will be withheld from 
the soldiers’ pay. Offiers will thus avoid pecuniary loss 
indicated in Par.-1353, Army Regulations. 
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The Quartermaster Corps has begun already to make 
preparations for the holiday feasts of the overseas forces. 
Purchaseso f turkeys already. arranged. total 150,000 
pounds, which will give each man (deleted out of respect 
for censor) pounds. 
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Complying with the wishes of Secretary Daniels, the 
chapters of the American Red Cross are engaged in 
forming naval auxiliaries under their respective juris- 
dictions. It has been pointed out that while these naval 
auxiliaries are being formed, many people interested in 
knitting for the men of the Navy are at a loss as to how 
and where goods may be shipped so that they will reach 
their destinations. The National Red Cross headquar- 
ters has notified, therefore, all its divisicnal managers to 
inform their chapters that they may receive temporarily 
knitted goods for men in the Navy from individuals or 
organizations who are not affiliated at the moment with 
the Red Cross. These goods will be shipped promptly to 
divisional warehouses. From there they will be for- 
warded immediately as may be arranged with the Navy 
authorities detailed for this work. ‘This ruling by na- 
tional headquarters of course, is temporary only, but ex- 
ists to accommodate all those who wish to continue work- 
ing for the Navy. With the formation of the naval aux- 
iliaries a comprehensive plan has been worked out by the 
Red Cross to handle all knitted articles for the Navy. 
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The Adjutant General sent the following telegram to 
all division commanders: “Army field clerks and field 
clerks, Q.M.C., will wear the same uniforms as officers, 
omitting all insignia of rank and the brown bands on the 
euffs of service coats. Cords for service hats will be 
black and silver. The collar insignia will consist of 
crossed quill pens with a miniature Adjutant General's 
shield at the lower angle for Army field clerks and a 
miniature Quartermaster Corps insignia at the lower for 
field clerks, Q.M.C.” In this connection attention also is 
called to an opinion of the Judge Advocate General to the 
effect that, under the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, which created 
the positions of field clerks referred to above, the occu- 
pants of these positions have a military status; and 
since they are appointed to office by the Secretary of War, 
they are “officers in the military Service” although not 
commissioned officers. 
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Allotments made for Liberty Bonds have been ordered 
made on the October rolls so that they may be deducted 
by the Quartermaster. If there are extremely urgent 
eases calling for modification of allotments for months 
subsequent to October (as, for example, when allotment 
of soldier for dependent and for war insurance premium 
does not leave enough to pay allotment for bond) a re- 
port of each case will be made showing total pay and 
detailed statement of allotments for each purpose. The 
War Department bas impressed upon division command- ' 
ers that “it is imperative that allotment contracts with 
banks for the purchase of bonds be carried out in every 
instance unless authority is given from The A.G.O. to 
modify the allotment.” 
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Upon examination of the returns being received in The 
Adjutant General's Office of the Army «t Washington, 
it is noted that the officers, where accounted for by name, 
are shown, on the majority of the returns received, with- 
out any indication as to the Army in which they hold com- 
missions, that is: Regular Army, Reserve Corps, National 
Army, or National Guard, also t*: branch of the Service 
to which they belong. The Secretary of War directs, as 
this information is absolutely necessary to facilitate the 
work of The A.G.O. in locating the officer, instructions be 
issued to all post, regimental and company commanders, 
and others making returns to The A.G.O. to insert against 
the name of each officer the information required above 
noted. 
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Bids were opened in the Bureau of Yards and Docks 
of the Navy Department on Nov. 5 for the immediate con- 
struction of a six-story machine shop at Washington 
Navy Yard. This building, the first of a series which 
will make the yard one of the largest producers of naval 
guns in the world, is to be used in the manufacture of 
ordnance, gun mounts and torpedoes. Specifications call 
for a structure 502% by 162% feet with reinforced con- 
erete steel foundation. The bids ranged from $936,666 
to $1,226,975 and the time from sixty-nine to 180 days. 
The machine shop as well as the other extension work is 
to be paid for out of the $7,500,000 emergency fund ap- 
propriated by the last Congress. 
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About 2,000 Red Cross nurses have been sent to 
Europe, according to a statement issued by the Red 
Cross headquarters on Noy. 2. Fifteen thousand nurses 
have been enrolled, a number estimated as sufficient for 
an army of 1,500; men. Approximately 1,000 nurses 
are being added every month. In order to meet the de- 
mand for more nurses, if it should become necessary, 
there has been a slight modification in the requirements. 
The more important change contemplated is a lowering 
ef the age limit for specially qualified persons. 
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The commander of an American warship and his 
staff have been received at Lima, Peru, by President 
Pardo, when felicitations were exchanged over Peru’s 
break with Germany. The American commander, a de- 
layed dispatch of Oct. 30 continues, informed President 
Pardo that other American warships will visit South 
American waters soon. The American officers will at- 
tend, a banquet given for them by President Pardo at 
the palace and later the Americans will entertain Peru- 
vian officials at an official reception on their ship.

The Secretary of War has directed that all organiza- 
tien commanders of units designated for service overseas, 
and who are dispatched abroad on commercial liners, 
provide at least five days’ rations for the use of their or- 
ganizations en route through England. 
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“Lieutenant Baldioli, of the Italian army, established 
a world’s record on Nov. 3 by flying from Mineola, N.Y., 
to Hampton, Va., in two hours and thirty-two minutes.

were all within a half mile of the Hudson river. 





HOW TO TEACH AN ARMY. 


Lieut. Col. Paul Azan, of the French army, in a 
lecture before the Lowell Institute in Boston on Oct. 
22, explained his ideas of how our new armies should 
be trained to get the greatest effectiveness from the 
100 to 500 French and British officers who have come 
to the United States to act as Army instructors. He 
began the portion of his lecture devoted to this par- 
ticular point by asking: “Did we really hope to have 
these 100 or 150 effectively instruct 2,000,000 men? 
The feat would be obviously impossible. Were they to 
teach the 120,000 to 130,000 officers of the American 
forces? Again one confronted the impossible. Were 
they, however, to instruct and create a corps of in- 
structors which could actually go out to the American 
forces and carry a real knowledge of modern war with 
them? Here and here only one entered the realm of the 
possible. And here also lay the truth.” 

In leading up te his specific recommendations for 
the training of an army he said: “Let us remember 
that in these days army instruction is never completed 
and is never definitive. The problem of teaching is per- 
manently before the high command, whether in the 
instruction of the men in the use of new engines of 
warfare, the teaching of recruits, of reorganized units, 
or in the spread of new applications of principle.” 

“Let me reduce the exigencies to their simplest form,” 
he continued. “First, no army can be instructed with- 
out instructors. Secondly, therefore, instructors must 
be made before instructing the troops. Thirdly, to 
make instructors, there must be schools for officers of 
all arms of service. Fourthly, to organize these schools, 
it is mecessary to congregate at them the officers who 
are found most qualified to instruct. These principles 
have at last triumphed in France, not without diffi- 
culty or without serious losses incurred before their 
recognition. The truth was in them, however, and 
they have prevailed. 

“When I have raised my second point, ‘We must 
train our instructors before sending them out to teach 
the troops,” the objection has been offered, ‘We must 
proceed quickly. Ignorance is widespread. We must 
make a beginning at once, and then deal with the con- 
sequences.’ There is error here. In the end its ap- 
plication is going to take a longer time than it would 
if more time had been used in the beginning. Men 
badly instructed must take time to unlearn what they 
have learned. e rational method will always lead 
to a successful end, not only more surely, but also 
more rapidly. To make instructors there must be 
schools of all arms. There is but one way to teach, 
whether in arts, letters, or science. And modern war 
is not a sport, it is a science. Mere contact does not 
suffice. What will you learn of mathematics by play- 
ing tennis with a mathematician? ‘There must +e 
schools arranged in intelligent juxtaposition where the 
officers of all arms may find their specialty well taught, 
and where also by combined sessions and by exchanged 
visits co-ordination may be developed. 

“To organize these schools for instructors it is nec- 
essary first to concentrate at them the officers most 
qualified to teach. This involves the principle of cleav- 
age along lines of real military and mental qualifica- 
tions, and not according to geographical distribution 
to see over how wide an area a handful of men can 
be scattered. To the instructors rightly chosen and 
grouped, there will be given at once the best pupils 
who can be selected. It is they who will go out and 
teach well in their turn. The half-instructed, the in- 


capable, the undisciplined, the conceited cannot carry 
the true principles of modern warfare abroad. They 
will only spread errors and ignorance. From _ these 


general principles there can only be drawn this con- 
clusion: ‘The way to begin instruction is to carry it 
out from the top down, and not from the bottom up— 
intelligence must move from the intelligent to the ig- 
norant; from ignorance only ignorance proceeds.” 

Colonel Azan declared that this system, so broadly 
sketched here, was the system probably soon to be 
adopted on the American front in France. One is per- 
mitted to hope that it will be adopted in this country 
also. It involved the problem of instruction in its en- 
tirety. This problem had posed itself also in America 
at the outbreak of war. How had it been solved here 
thus far? 

“Three means presented themselves, by which to press 
forward the organization of effective instruction,” he 
continued. “The first of these lay in the immediate 
despatch te France of 100 or 110 officers, for training 
there and for return to America. It had been objected 
that the U.S. Army is short of officers, and that they 
cannot be spared. One should remember that after all, 
it is not for so terribly long a time that they must 
be spafed. They wonld be back soon, ready to teach 
well. This plan can still be applied by recalling from 
France a suitable number of instructed officers already 
there. The second means lay in the despatch of an 
American expedition to France. This means has been 
splendidly taken. The formation and departure of the 
army of General Pershing were accomplished with ad- 
mirable order and precision. The schools for Pershing’s 
men in France are well under way. ‘The third means 
lay in the despatch to America of a certain number of 
French officers, to be the core of the body of instruc- 
tors, together with American officers. A number have 
been sent, but they have been sent and received as 
specialists only. Co-ordination is not yet in prospect.” 

In elosing his address Colonel Azan made a stirring 
appeal for truth in discussing army matters in these 
words, which show that the brilliant French officer 
has probably been misled by the “Boston Brahmins” 
as to Secretary Baker’s views and those of the Gen- 
eral Staff. He said: 

“Yet when I seek to utter the truths of this war's 
experience, I am told to take care. Why take care? 
Am I not in America among friends? Is it not the 
best proof of friendship to speak to one’s friends the 
truth as one sees it? And people say, ‘Take care; you 
will cross Mr. Baker and his fellow officials.’ I have 
the greatest respect and the greatest esteem for Mr. 
Baker and for all his entourage, who desire even more 
than I the proof of the greatness of their country and 
the achievement of its victory. In expressing myself 
freely, in a free country, speaking ideas which I be- 
lieve true, I know I can give offense to no one. I 
have furthermore the greatest confidence in the future. 
I am not a pessimist. I have an absolute faith in the 
destiny of America. It is sometimes slow to find its 
way; but when it has found it, it follows through to 
its end with overwhelming rapidity and throws over 
obstacles with irresistible force. But what I desire is 
that victory shall be bought at the least cost possible. 
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The dollars: can be replaced. Cities can be festored, 
The dead do not rise again.” .

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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 

What Harris Dickson does in his “The Unpopular 
History of the United States by Uncle Sam Himself” 
(Frederick A. Stokes Co.: New York city) is to re 
write General Upton’s famous book in condensed form. 
Only in one case we find Uncle Sam, as reported by Mr, 
Dickson, misrepresenting himself in Army history. The 
text reads: “At the beginning of the War of 1812, as 
you remember we maintained no Regular Army.” The 
fact is, as Uncle Sam will remember when we remind 
him of it, that the U.S. Army (which is our Regular 
Army) was organized in 1789 and has a continuing 
history to the present time. 

“Patriotic Toasts” by Fred Emerson Brooks (Forbes 
and Co.: Chicago) is a collection of fifty-nine original 
toasts written since the outbreak of the war, the na- 
ture of which is indicated by the title. 

In “Making the Grade” (The Highland Press: St. 
Louis) Dr. C. V. Mosby assembles a series of essays 
on success and how to attain it, written in a popular 
style that is indicated-by the title. 

“How to Live at the Front” by Lieut. Hector Mac- 
Quarrie of the British army (J. B. Lippincott Co.: 
Philadelphia) is a_ book of 269 pages filled with general 
suggestions for officers and men going to “the front” 
in France as to how to live as soldiers with suggestions 
as to the frame of mind one should adopt in the be- 
ginning toward that mode of life. Written in a cheer- 
ful optimistic style, it will prove a mental tonic to 
many friends of soldiers, at least; who have to stay at 
home if it serves a no more practical purpose. 

The “Glossary of Aviation Terms” (Norman W. 
Henly Publishing Co.: New York city) is a handy work 
of reference for those in the Aviation Service since it 
contains a very complete list of all terms used in this 
branch of the Service both in English and French, with 
illustrated drawings of flying machines and engines and 
tables for converting French numerical tables into our 
usage. ‘The book was prepared by Lieut. Victor W. 
Page, S.R.C., and Lieutenant Montariol of the French 
Flying Corps. 

The “Soldiers’ Diary and Note Book” (T. Y. Crowell 
Co.: New York city) puts in handy form both a small 
diary and an assortment of information for soldiers 
that may be useful abroad. ail 

M. V. Campbell. late lieutenant U.S.M.C., has pre- 
pared a practical scheme for quick results in training 
the men of the National Army entitled “Rapid Training 
of Recruits” based on a work of the same title by an 
Army instructor in England. The commendable ab- 
ruptness of the style of the text is apt to impress the 
student as to the importance of doing things not only 
quickly but smartly in effective military fashion. 

Another book of advice for the new joined enlisted 
man is “The Man in the Ranks” by John Gallishaw, 
formerly of the Canadian army, and Sergt. William 
Lynch, C.A.C., U.S.A., who in addition to giving “tips’ 
for the first days in camp here also add some for trench

JT. Lothrop Stoddard sketches the “national states 


of mind” in his volume on “Present-Day Europe” (The 
Century Co.: New York city) and describes the re 
actions of the various European peoples to that cata 
clysm which is the subject of his pages. 

All the pro-German arguments from every source 0B 
every angle of the subject are set down and the “contra” 
facts given in succinct form are to be found in the 
“Pros and Cons in the Great War” by Leonard A. Mag 
nus (B. P. Dutton and Co.: New York city), the work 
containing an extraordinary amount of information 
along the line indicated by the title. 

“Practical Wireless Telegraphy” by Elmer E. Bucher 
(Wireless Press, Inc.: New York city) is a complete 
and admirable text-book that will be of use to all st 
dents of this branch of communication in the Army 
and Navy and who are preparing themselves for service 
in our new Merchant Marine. 

With some added poems, notably the exquisite verses 
from which the book takes its name which must be 
familiar to all readers of contemporary verse, PE. fF. 
Dutton and Co., New York city, issue a new edition of 
W. M. Letts’ “Hallowe’en and Poems of the War” with 
the title “The Spires of Oxford.” 

Letters written from-Italy by Julius Price, while act 
ing as a war correspondent for the Illustrated London 
News, are gathered together in a volume called “Si 
Months on the Italian Front’ (I. P. Dutton and Co. 
New York city), in which he describes the beginning 
of the Italian campaign that’ has just resulted so dis 
tressfully for the Italian forces. 

Articles contributed by EXx-President Roosevelt to the 
Metropolitan Magazine and The Outlook have been 
put into book form with the title “The Foes of Our 
Own Household.” The book is published by the Georg? 
H. Doran Co., New York city. 

Hermann Fernau, remembered for his book “Because 
I Am a German,” has written'a second scathing ex- 
posure of Germany’s political system which contains a 
demand for reforms for the people of Germany, 8 
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as have been possessed by Americans, English, French 
and Swiss for more than a century. The book is pub 
lished by E. P. Dutton and Co., New York city. 

Henry Hall issues the sixth edition of his popular 
work on “How Money is Made in: Security Invest- 
ments,” Which he publishes himself in New York city. 
So far as the Services are concerned one impediment 
will always be found toward anything but an academic 
interest in the subject of this work. That is the diffi- 
culty of first getting the securities to make money with. 

To tell the layman and the aviation student all about 
the modern flying machine, Capt. H. Barber, of the 
British army, and a practical designer and builder of 
such craft, has adopted the literary formula of having 
one of the machines act as instructor, hence his title 
“The Airplane Speaks’ (Robert M. McBride and Co.: 
New York city). The text covers the whole field of the 
machine and its operation and its merits have caused 
the book to be adopted by our Government for use in 
the instruction of aviators. 

(nother tale of the greatest retreat of the present 
war is told in “On the Road from Mons” (EB. P. Dut- 
ton and Co.: New York city), by Capt. A. Clifton- 
Shelton of the English army service corps. The point 
of difference in this tale from all others we have read 
ig that it is the narrative of the work conducted by the 
branch of the British army which performs the same 
duties as our Q.M.C. 

Patrick MacGill is one of the few men who, as a re- 
sult of participation in the war, have emerged from 
the ranks into a remembered place in contemporary lit- 
erature through his prose writing. Now he comes to the 
front with a volume of stirring “Soldier Songs” that 
not only reek with the physical horrors of active ser- 
vice but are lightened up with touching bits of rhymed 
sentiment and pathos. 

Any man who has gone through the grind of one of the 
original citizens’ training camps or those for candidates 
for the Officers’ Reserve Corps will find much to amuse 
him and awaken memories of those first painful days in 
camps, when to execute even the facings in unison seemed 
a task beyond all human accomplishment, in “Training 
for the Trenches,” a pamphlet of cartoons drawn by 
Lieut. Alban B. Butler, jr., which is published by the 
Palmer Publishing Co., Saranac Lake, N.Y. Lieutenant 
Butler’s art is of the school of the popular newspaper 
comic man, but he has a genius for writing captions for 
his drawings that is unique and which adds much to the 
pure fun of the pictures. Military training is a serious 
thing as we all know, but that it has its humors is not 
to be denied, as Lieutenant Butler demonstrates in these 
cartoons which are guaranteed to make one forget for 
a time the burden of life in the trenches in actual service. 

A very excellent record of the Federal service of the 
New York National Guard units ordered to duty on the 
Mexican border in 1916 has been compiled by Capts. H. 
H. Burdick, U.S.R., Moses King, U.S.R., and R. L. 
Burdick. The book, which is illustrated. contains an 
introduction and reyiew of Mexican border service by 
Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, commanding the New York 
National Guard. The organization of the New York 
Division is given, also articles by Major Edward Olm- 
sted, Major J. L. Kincaid, Lieut. Col. F. M. Waterbury, 
Lieut. Col. G. Ireland, Lieut. C. E. Bregenzer, Major W. 
R. Wright, Lieut. W. P. Welsh, Lieut. K. Underwood, 
Capt. H. H. Burdick, Capt. H. W. Congdon, Capt. K. G. 
Kaffenberger and R. L. Burdick. President Wilson’s 
address to Congress 6n April 2, 1917, is also included. 
A review is given of the service of the National Guard 
after its return from Texas up to July 15, 1917. The 
book is published by Burdick and King, of New York 
cit; 
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O'BRIEN’S BATTERY AT BUENA VISTA. 

Francis T, Bryan, who resigned from the army while 
a captain, in June, 1861, and who died in St. Louis, Mo., 
en Oct. 25, 1917, as noted in our issue of Oct. 27, at 
the time of his death in his ninety-fourth year, was 
one of the, three surviving original members of the 
Aztec Club and the oldest alumnus of West Point, class 
of 1846. Col. Charles J. Murphy, himself the youngest 





survivor of the Mexican war, writes of Captain Bryan: 
“\ man who bore such a conspicuous place at the 
Battle of Buena Vista should not be passed over by a 


few lines announcing his death. He was a second lieu- 
tenant in O’Brien’s 4-gun battery of the 4th Artillery 
in that famous battle and did his full share in the bat 
tery that really saved the day at Buena Vista, in con- 
nection with Col. Jeff Davis commanding the Mississippi 
Rifles, 

“When the 2d Indiana broke and ran Lieutenant 
O’Brien and his gallant subordinate, Lieutenant Bryan, 
were left without any support. For some time they 
held their position single handed, their pieces charged 
with two cannisters at a time. The enemy soon cut up 
Lieutenant O’Brien’s men and horses to such a degree, 
and he was finally pressed upon by such an immense 
force against him, that he was compelled to limber up 
three of his guns and retire from the point he had so 
nobly defended. He was obliged to leave the other 
piece, the 4-pounder, in the hands of the enemy, not 
however until every man and horse belonging to it had 
been either killed or disabled. 

“Before this occurred a flag of truce had been sent 
by Santa Ana when he saw the battle was going 
against him. The flag of truce bearer (a German named 
Van der Lindin) was_ the Surgeon General of Santa 

a's army. It was merely a ruse in order that he 
tight straighten out his lines and get a breathing spell. 

ere was still a chance to retrieve the fortunes of the 
day. It was a most critical moment and O’Brien’s a 
most perilous situation. On his choice there rested 
infinite responsibility. His decision under the circum- 

ances was stamped with more of heroism than any 
other one act of the war. He elected to lose his guns. 

“Still onward came the Mexicans. O’Brien’s men 
were fast falling around him. He was himself 
wounded already. ‘Two horses had heen killed under 
him and the third was bleeding. The horses attached 
to his pieces and caissons were nearly all down and 
struggling in their harnesses. Still the Mexicans came 
on and were almost up to his guns which uring in 
cannisters on cannisters of musket balls. 0 troops 
could have done better than they did. The wide gaps 
opened through their ranks were immediately closed up 
and the men still poured on. Now nearly every can- 
honeer was down. O’Brien looked back once more and 
thanked God Bragg’s Battery, which was leading, was 
just at that moment coming into action. Sherman, and 

© Dragoons were following rapidly up, while Jeff 
avis and Lain were just. bringing their riflemen and 

fantry out of the last deep ravine of the Plateau. 


His pieces were nearly loaded again. It was slow 
work, the four or five men about them being so weak 
from loss of blood, but he was determined to give the 
Mexicans one more round, and he did so. It was as 
one might say right in their teeth, and then he and the 
few crippled fellows who had survived the carnage 
hobbled away. When all the circumstances are care- 
fully considered the Battle of Buena Vista will prob- 
ably be regarded as one of the greatest ever fought up 
to that time on this continent.” 


THE MILITARY SERVICE INSTITUTION. 
Hars., 89th Division, National Army. 
Camp Funston, Kas. 
To THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND NAvY JOURNAL: 

The Military Service Institution of the United States 
grew out of a meeting held in June, 1878, by General 
Stanley, General Fry, General Rodenbough and Colonel 
Lieber requesting the presence of officers of the Army at 
a meeting to be held in the Army building to consider the 
practicability of forming an association of officers siml- 
lar to the United Service Institution of Great Britain. 
The plan contemplated professional improvement and a 
discussion of professional tepics, with the resulting inter- 
change of views. Its ultimate object was to promote the 
efficiency of our officers and, consequently, of our Army, 

At the first meeting some forty officers answered the 
call, committees wére appointed and a report was drawn 
up and the Institution established with General Hancock 
as president, and under his direction it grew rapidly. For 
twenty years the Institution had but three presidents. 
Its growth was steady and its field of activity very con- 
siderable and its influence beneficial. 

In 1880 the Journal of the Institution made its ap- 
pearance. It contained articles by Generals Schofield, 
Fry, Crittenden and Merritt, and Colonel Lieber. 

In June, 1885, the Institution was formally incor- 
porated under the laws of the United States. Among the 
charter members were Generals Hancock, Fry, Critten- 
den, Merritt, Rodenbough, Abbott, Glosson, Gardner, Gil- 
lespie, Michie, Webb and Whipple. In the articles of 
incorporation it was stated that: : 

“The particular business and objects of said society 
shall be of a literary, historical and scientific character, 
and contemplate professional unity and improvement by 
correspondence, discussioneand the reading and publiea- 
tion of essays, the establishment of a military library and 
museum and generally the promotion of the military in- 
terests of the United States.” 

The Institution has done much to stimulate interest in 
a study of military questions and has striven hard to 
support the best interests of the Service. Unfortunately 
of late, however, interest in its continuance and up-build- 
ing seems to have waned and just at present the Insti- 
tution, established as it was by some of our ablest sol- 
diers, is in such a condition as to render it necessary to 
discontinue its publication and practically close up the 
activities of the Institution. It seems a great pity that 
there should not be sufficient Service interest to keep the 
Institution alive, continue its publication and amplify 
its activities. It is almost the only Service publication 
that is not devoted to one particular arm of the Service. 
It is satisfactorily located and could with very little 
effort, be continued. Its continuance would meet the 
best interests of the Service and would result in carrying 
to an accomplishment the purpose of its distinguished 
founders. The time has come when it must receive a 
larger measure of support from the Army or terminate 
its active career. 

I shall very much appreciate your publishing this 
letter with a view of inviting attention of the Service to 
existing conditions. I feel that there is a deep interest 
throughout the Army in the continuance of’the Institu- 
tion. It can-only continue, however, through an increase 
in the endowment, resulting in a sufficient income to 
maintain the publication, or -hrough an increase in the 
subscriptions. Assistance in both directions is’ desired 
and the attention of the Service is invited to the desira- 
bility of giving appropriate support to the movement to 
rehabilitate and continue this most worthy enterprise.

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WOMAN SUFFRAGE AND THE WAR. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Until the outbreak of war, in 1914, I was a believer 
in woman suffrage. In January, 1915, 1 entered the 
Preparedness campaign and during the following two 
years devoted myself to the work of arousing our peo 
ple to the need for immediate military preparation. 
Throughout this period more than one hundred and 
fifty audiences passed under my observation, in the 
territory lying between Maine and Tennessee, Utah and 
the Atlantic coast, and a correspondence which em- 
braced all of the States of the Union. 

My experience compelled me to abandon my advocacy 
of woman suffrage. I had seen enough of the behavior 
of women under the threat of war to conclude that they 
are unfitted to deal in advance with any of its ques- 
tions, to take any action whatever of a preparatory 
nature, or to act constructively at all until after war 
has become a settled state and men have put their work 
into their hands. Also I found that the suffrage move- 
ment was given over to pacifism in its socialistic form, 
and that its chief officers were to be found among the 
most active opponents of those who are striving to pre- 
pare the country for the very emergency that has since 
overtaken ws. 

My conclusions may be summarized as follows: That 
not until society is stable and nations no longer have 
need to fear each other can the United States with 
safety to itself commit the full half of its governing 
power into the hands of the unmilitary sex; that to un- 
man our government in this hour of supreme danger, 
and stake the national security upon the success of an 
experiment in idealism dictated by considerations of 
sentiment which are blind to the naked essentials of 
military power, would be a reckless unmilitary action 
fraught with the gravest possibilities of disaster; that 
if our present undertaking to be strong is to prevail, 
to be weak is to invite defeat; that the exchange of 
masculine strength for feminine weakness in our gov- 
ernmental councils would prolong hostilities, would 
lessen the power of our blows, and would make for an 
inconclusive peace, leaving a new and more terrible war 
awaiting us beyond the horizon. 

For the foregoing weighty national reasons I am un- 
alterably opposed to woman suffrage. The last few 
years have taught me that nations are safeguarded uot 





by their gentler qualities but by their ability to crush 
with brute force whoever unjustly absails them. To 
create, to direct, to deliver brute forte is asstredly a 
man’s, not a woman’s job. - { 
First let us finish the war and rid the world of its 
tyrant nations; not before then will it be safe for us 
ty» ¢onsider the effeminization of our electorate. “

I have noticed letters discussing the merits of Reserve — 


officers, and have no doubt that owing to the method of 
selection some commissions were not of the happiest. But 
for the graduates of the Reserve Officers’ Training Schools 
I can give the highest praise. They may lack technique; 
but when their willingness, their intelligence, their cheer- 
ful responsiveness, their loyalty are taken into considera- 
tion it may well be said that the Government could have 


hit upon no better plan to create officers in an emergency 
than that of establishing the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Camps. As an example of the fine spirit which actuates 
these officers, our regiment was in need of athletic equip- 
ment. A football team composed exclusively of officers 
of the regiment was organized and a game arranged with 
the Washington State College team. This team, since it 
had been under the tutelage of Dietz, the famous Indian 
coach from Carlisle, had never met an opponent capable 
of keeping it from scoring. In 1915 it had defeated all 
comers, including Brown University, with the famous 
Pollard. Last year Washington State was defeated twice 
but scored in both games. Our team made up of officers 
of the 362d held this machine to a nothing to nothing 
score, and did it principally through the fighting spirit of 
its members, who would not acknowledge defeat, though 
time and again they were forced back to the shadow of 
the goaleposts. Our practice was held during the short 
period intervening between drill and retreat and after 
drilling strenuously from seven a.m. until 4:30 p.m. I 
had the pleasure of assisting in the coaching of this team 
and could not have found anywhere a more willing re- 
sponse to instruction than I obtained from every member 
of the team. The spirit they showed won the loyalty of 
their men and the fighting qualities exhibited are those 
calculated to carry their men along when it comes our 
turn to go “over the top.”

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BLOCK SYSTEM IN PROMOTIONS. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

There has been much concern expressed in your col- 
umns by those whose promotion and assignment has been 
delayed. In some cases individual have gone so far as to 
admit that they were disappointed at not getting advanced 
rank at an early date, so as to get the pay, privileges and 
other perquisites. These reasons, though natural, are 
selfish, and should be curbed by the individuals them- 
selves. There is no patriotism in such expressions. But 
is there not some reason for alarm in the same field, but 
from a different quarter, ie., with the system, or rather 
the lack of system, used in making promotions and ap- 
pointments, and the great amount of time required to do 
what one should have expected to have done in a few days 
at most? One cannot avoid a feeling that the complica- 
tions, delays, and multiplicity of orders issued are indica- 
tive of the manner in which other things connected with 
the handling of our immense Army might take place; and 
if it be indicative, there is, then, considerable cause for 
alarm, Can we expect other work undertaken by the 
War Department to be done efficiently? That seéms to 
be the question that deserves, and should receive, serious 
consideration. It is an easy matter to advise everyone 
to have confidence in our ability to come out all right, but 
the quickest and surest way to gain that confidence is to 
show that we merit‘it, and there should be no delay in 
doing so. : 

The writer is one of those who has not as yet been 
placed, while hundreds of his juniors have, for more than 
two months, been exercising higher commands, and scores 
of other officers from another arm have been transferred 
to his own, in order to give them advantages which the 
writer might reasonably have expected to come to him. 
At the same time, a similar privilege of transfer to 
another arm, with which he must co-operate, has been 
denied to members of his own arm. i 

None of the apparent discriminations worries the writer 
nearly so much as the knowledge that our people appear 
not to be able to handle a simple problem in a simple 
manner, and cannot, or, at least, will not be consistent. 
This is evidenced in many ways, one of which is oe 
tablishing of a block system (which no one unders r 
to this day, and which requires readjustment every t'me 
there ts a casualty) for determining who should and who 
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should not be prometed. This system was adopted at 
the initial stage of a crisis, instead of adhering to a sys- 
tem that was known and understood by all, or of adopt- 
ing some other simple system which could be readily 
understood by all, and which would. work automatically, 
and require no intricate calculations. Further, such-sim- 
le system need not preclude the selection of those for 
higher rank who had demonstrated affirmatively their 
suitability therefor. 

A few questions, if considered seriously, might save a 
longer dissertation. What is the block system of promo- 
tion? What was expected to be accomplished by it? 
Could it have been to save mileage? Could it have been 
to secure promptness in promotions and assignments? 
Could it have been to secure the ablest, to the exclusion 
of the poorest, officer? If so, has it answered satisfac- 
torily any one of the preceding questions? 

If it takes as long to adjust promotion when our losses 
equal those of the French or British as we require under 
present conditions, how can we expect to preserve the 
identity of organizations, or keep them supplied with 
officers to carry on continuously their instruction and 
training? Would it not have been possible to make, in 
three or four days, every assignment that has been made 
up to the present time with equal care in the selection 
of those so assigned? If this could have been done in 
three or four days, and it is honestly believed that it 
might have been so, what has been gained by procrasti- 
nation? 

Promotion as a means of pleasing any person or per- 
sons does not deserve a second thought or a moment's 
time, but as an incident of organization it is of first 
importance. To which of these two phases are we giving 
the greatest amount of attention?

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A MERITED RECOGNITION. 

To tHe Epirorn of THE ARMY AND Nayy JOURNAL: 

The authorities have under consideration the appoint- 
ment of non-commissioned officers, especially those on 
the retired list who are past field duty, but who are 
rendering the Government valuable service as assist- 
ant commandants and instructors in military 
a: colleges having courses in military science. It is 
frequently the case where a college makes the Dis- 
tinguished Class that all the credit is given to the 
commissioned officer on duty at the institution. If 
the facts were brought out it would often be shown 
that the college would never have made the Distin- 
guished Class without the help of the retired non-com- 
missioned officers on duty there. The usual view is 
too often taken that their active pay and such pay 
as the college gives them is enough. Many of these 
nou-coms. have an interest in their work that is pa- 
triotie to the last degree. They put their whole heart 
in the idea that if they are on the shelf they are still 
doing valuable work for the United States. And they 
are; it is work of a constructive character. Not the 
least valuable part of the work is the example they 
furnish to college men of doing your day after day, 
keep at it anyway, duty because it is duty. They are 
examples in character and knowledge of military af- 
fairs that set standards. 

These non-commissioned officers where they have 
shown exceptional merit should be made captains in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps as a matter of cold-blooded 
business. The authorities need not even consider the 
non-com’s. side of it in taking this action but can 
find sound reasons for taking it by simply considering 
the interests of the United States; it will make the 
non-com. a more effective instructor as the students 
will give more weight to his work; it will make the 
relations between the college authorities and the non- 
com. such as to greatly add to the non-com.’s effective- 
ness in carrying on military training; if the non-com. 
is commissioned when his work warrants it, the college 
authorities will be convinced that the United States 
takes both the non-com. and the value of his military 
training work as things to be reckoned with in National 
preparedness. If military training at colleges is se- 
rious, treat it seriously. Giving promotion to non- 
commissioned officers who have done or may do valu- 
able military training at colleges will do more to build 
up and keep military training progressive and con- 
structive than almost any single measure that can be 
proposed.

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THE OLD CONTRACT SURGEONS. 
To tHe EprTor oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

During these eventful days when all citizens are 
urged to be patriotic, the Medical Department is call- 
ing upon physicians to join the Army. Years ago, a 
similar but lesser call was made to which young and 
old responded alike, sacrificing in some instances all 
their private interests to their country. This was in 
1898. Some of these now gray-haired veterans are 
still in the Service, unfortunately nourishing grievances 
they have never been able to overcome. As contract 
surgeons in 1898, and later, they were called upon to 
perform the duties of medical officers, yet were denied 
leaves of absence, denied increased pay for longevity 
or for foreign service; denied commutation of quar- 
ters, campaign badges, promotion, retirement or rewards 
ef any kind. Finally they were informed that their 
service was not military at all, although seven of their 
number were killed in action in the Philippines. 

As officers of the Medical Reserve Corps, they were 
denied promotion and retirement, but were granted 
longevity pay based on length of commissioned service 
only. But on June 3, 1917, they were legislated out 
of the Army, and were permitted to join the newly 
formed Officers’ Reserve Corps. ‘They all lost their 
identity. Number 1 on the active list of the old M.R.C. 
found himself number 1,049 in order of appointment 
as Ist Lieutenant, M.O.R.C., while hundreds of cap- 
tains and majors were appointed over him from civil 
life. But leaving aside this question of rank, let us 
consider some more serious grievances. A letter from 
the A.G.Q. to the Commanding General of the Philip- 
pines dated June 28, 1917, announces that Regular 
officers or their families shall not be displaced from 
their quarters by Reserve officers. Furthermore that 
“Quarters will not be furnished for the families of 
Reserve officers.” Reserve officers may be quartered 
in tents, cantonment barracks er vacant bachelors’ quar- 
ters. 

_ "Phe reason for this is obvious. There are not sufli- 
ecient quarters for all Reserve officers. These men are 
in the Service temporarily, and ill have homes where

their families can reside. In this there is no injus- 
tice nor special hardship. But in making this general 
ruling, a serious blow is administered to the few old 
M.R.C. officers now lost in the M.O.R.C., who have 
lived so long in the Army as to believe themselves a 
part of it, whose families have for nearly two decades 
resided at Army posts where their children were born 
and raised under the shadow of the flag to which they 
have been so loyal. These officers will henceforth find 
themselves unwelcome guests in a garrisoned post from 
which their families will be positively excluded. . 

Surely the Administration did not intend to inflict 
such a hardship on the old contract surgeons, but per- 
haps it is because their existence has passed unno- 
ticed, as they are wont to labor, suffer and die in 
silence. This, however, calls for immediate remedy. 
Officers of the M.R.C. only receive longevity pay while 
on active duty in the M.R:C.; no service elsewhere, 
even though in other branches of the military service, 
can be computed. Again why this determination against 
the few remaining old-time contract surgeons? If this 
decision is final, it will mean that they will be de- 
prived of increase of pay based on volunteer service. 

To sum up: After fifteen or twenty years’ service, 
old-time contract surgeons find themselves lost in the 
O.R.C., with no higher rank than they had in 1908; 
denied all right to retirement; denied longevity pay 
based on commissioned service in the Volunteers; de- 
nied quarters, except where vacant bachelor’s quarters 
may be available; denied quarters of any kind for their 
families, and in all probability denied admission to the 
Medical Corps. Such is the reward for long and faith- 
ful service. 

The Medical Department has the power to crush us 
out of existence, as well as the power to save us. I 
believe that a simple favorable recommendation would 
open to us the doors of the Medical Corps, on which 
we have been knocking in vain since the firing of the 
first gun of the Spanish-American war. The need of 
relief is so urgent that unless it is soon forthcoming, 
there will be nothing left for us to do but to get off 
the earth. s 

DESPAIR. 
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WEST POINTER AND PROVISIONAL AGAIN. 
To THE Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

A young officer wrote over the signature of “1917,” in 
a recent issue and an old “officer would like to remon- 
strate with him over his attack on provisional lieuten- 
ants. He need not think that the four years at college 
which the provisional lieutenant went through were any 
kind of an easy path to travel. Any man who has the 
honor to hold an academic or scientific degree has made 
strides in education which are at least the equal of the 
Military Academy graduate. As for the West Point en- 
trance examinations, the provisional undoubtedly had 
entrance examifetions to his university which are quite 
as hard. Many provisional lieutenants are graduates of 
such institutions as Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, Columbia University School of Applied Science, 
or Cornell. a 

As for the military side of it, the average provisional 
is not so well grounded, of course, but he picks it up 
fast and those alert yeung men who have received in- 
struction at Leavenworth seem to me about as well 
equipped as the young officer just coming from the Acad- 
emy. I fancy that what counts is what a man is and that 
soldiers would “follow and believe” in any real man, not 
in a West Pointer just because he is one. As a matter 
of fact the most efficient captain under whom I served 
during my years as a lieutenant was commissioned from 
the ranks.. It is the man, not the source, and when 1917 
sees 1927 roll around he will realize it too. 

CAPTAIN OF CAVALRY. 
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NAVY REGULAR AND RESERVIST. 
To THe EpitorR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Navy officers should have more adequate salaries. The 
character of Navy officers will never be stained by threats 
such as workmen in the various navy yards have made, 
while the strikes that ensued are branded as distinctly 
unpatriotic measures, during these strenuous times, Yet 
it seems ironical that laborers and artificers should be 
punished for their disloyalty by means of increased 
salaries which 1ow surpass those of officers. 

I ertered the Reserves and later the Regulars, for 
which I was immediately rewarded by the checkage of 
$150 ; reviously received as clothing gratuity. In addi- 
tion, I am no longer entitled to the two months’ retainer 
pay allowed me in my former status. Thus, in my first 
year’s-service in the Navy I shail have lost the equiva- 
lent of three months’ base pay as compared to my more 
fortunate brethren of the same rank in the Reserves. 

The men who failed to pass the entrance examinations 
for the Regular Service are retained in the Reserves, 
obtain choice positions ashore or at least near home, re- 
ceive commutation, retainer pay, clothing gratuity, and 
can visit their families and homes at short intervals. The 
only advantage that they lose is in promotion, which at 
its best is far too slow to keep up with the ever increas- 
ing cost of living expenses. 

Have we any friends in Congress who will reeognize 
this discrepancy and endeavor to ameliorate conditions 
for the Regulars? Enlisted men and civilian employees 
have been aided to meet ey sy expenses and to keep 
out of debt. Are officers any the less deserving? 

PESSIMIST. 
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NAVAL RESERVE APPOINTMEN'S. 


To rue Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

It would seem that with our former experience of the 
days of the Spanish-American War, and now with our 
modern enlightenment, efficiency should govern in rank 
and appointments in the U.S. Naval Reserve Force. 
In the recent selections for increased rank in the medical 
section of the Reserve Force, service and former service 
as medical officers in the Navy and Army have practically 
been ignored. We will admit, that among them, a few 
of the leading specialists of the country are rightly made 
surgeons (with rank of lieutenant commander), but how 
about the rest? There are officers who have had from 
one or two to ten or twelve years’ former service as medi- 
cal officers in the Navy or Army, who still remain in the 
lowest grade and are ignered to all appearances. A 
novice cam easily see that service should be one of the 
governing factors for imereased rank.

cipline, administrative ability, etc.; then why should prae 
tically green men be placed over men of experience’ 

In the Medical Reserve Corps, why should they not 
be given the same pay privileges as the new Naval Re 
serve Force? The latter have the two months’ extra re. 
tainer pay, and the money clothing allowance, the former 
nothing but the straight pay of an assistant surgeon, 
In the. former are men who were commissioned before 
many of the latter had even graduated in medicine, then 
why less pay and even less rank?

In 1868, while attached to a ship in the 
Asiatic Squadron in Japanese waters, he declined an ap- 
tment as ensign in the Regular Navy, and accepted 
mmission as captain in the Imperial Japanese navy, 
almost immediately promoted to rear admiral, at the 
vy age of twenty-five years (the youngest flac officer 
afloat). The New York Herald stated some years ago 
that he was honorably discharged from the Japanese ser- 
vice with a substantial gratuity, and the rank of vice 















Admiral Grinnell was cousin by marriage of the 
ate Hon. Thomas Charles Baring, member of Parliament, 
and head of the London banking house of Baring Brothers 
and Company, the issuing bankers of the first two Japa- 
nese government loans on the London market.

Iu connection with the recent mention of the Grinnell 
Expedition, which was financed by Admiral Grinnell’s 
father, another correspondent informs us that a grand 
son of Lieut.

He is Lieut. Louis G. DeHaven, U.S.M.C. The Grin- 
nell Expedition to the Polar regions was sent out in 
1850 to go in search of Sir John Franklin, from whom 
nothing had been heard for five years.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 


(Summarized from reports Nov. 2-8.) 





ITALIAN RETREAT IN VENETIA. 


The Italian armies under Cadorna have continued 
throughout the week to carry out the retirement from 
Western Venetia, rendered necessary by the Teuton vic- 
tory of Oct. 24 on the Isonzo river. Coming close upon 
that disaster with the losses and disorganization that it 
entailed, the retreat has nevertheless been conducted with 
consistent system and with increasing order among the 
troops involyed. The main features of the Italian opera- 
tion were the withdrawal of the second and third armies 
behind the Tagliamento river, the momentary holding of 
the Tagliamento line so as to gain time, the escape of the 
imperiled forces from the Carnic and Dolomite Alp 
frontiers and the subsequent falling back westward 
through the plain to the line of the Livenga river. 

A stand on the Tagliamento was essential to the 
carrying out of the other features of the retreat, since 
without it the troops in the high region to the north 
were likely to be cut off, the third army in the coast 
region might be heavily punished before it could move 
westward to safety and the projected Italian line of the 
Piave river could not‘ be put in a state of defense. It 
amounted, under the circumstances, to an important suc- 
cess that Cadorna, in spite of the loss of a great part of 
is guns, the effectives of something like a dozen di- 
visions and the disorganization of his remaining force, 
was able to hold the Teutons in check on the Tagliamento 
T

for the space of five days. ‘The Teutons reached the left 

yank of the river on Oct. 30. They found it to all ap- 

pearanees strongly held, and made ro serious attempt to 

ross it until they had reduced the bridgehead positions 

retained by Italian rear guards on the east side, and 
ight their artillery into play. 

Of the Italian bridgeheads, Dignano and Codroipo 
were apparently reduced on the 30th and Latisano, near 
the coast on the 3ist. On the lower course of the river 
the Teutons claimed to have cut off 60,000 troops of the 
Italian third army, before these could complete their re- 
tirement behind the stream. Ths number figured in the 
total of 180,000 announced by Berlin as captured last 
week, Dispatches from Italy ins‘st that the third army 
effected its retirement without any such serious loss. 
There followed attempts by th» Teutons to test the cross- 
ings of the river, but these were repulsed by machine-gun 
fire from the Italian side. The attackers, accordingly, 
paused, and brought up their artillery to prepare the 
way for a crossing in the face of what they apparently 
deemed might be a defense in force. Not until after the 
passage of several days and the bombardment of the posi- 
tions on the right bank did the Teutons carry out their 
crossing. On Noy. 4, north of Pinzano, on the middle 
course of the river, a mixed German and Austrian di- 
vision, supported by artillery, gained the Italian side 
and pressed rapidly westward. It was followed by other 
units, crossing chiefly farther downstream. They met 
with little farther opposition, the Italians evacuating the 
entire line of the river on the 4th and 5th. Berlin, Nov. 
5, annotfneed the capture of 6,000 Italians in this part of 
the operations. 

It was thereupon apparent that the main part of the 
Itulian forces on the Tagliamento had effected their re- 
tirement westward toward the Livenza river, a smaller 

parallel stream a dozen miles to the east, where 
they might hope to repeat the tactics already employed 

' delay the pursuit and provide time for the prepara- 
t of the Piave line. By Nov. 5 the retirement of the 

sed troops in the mountain regions to the north was 
under way. It extended on the Italian left as far 

st as the Colbricon, near which point the Piave line 

’ rally would merge into the established defenses of the 
Trentino frontier. The line thus projected represented a 
shortening of the Italian Venetian front by fully one- 
half as compared with its extent prior to Oct. 24. The 
abbreviation of the front furnished the Italian command

fense of the new line, while the more severely 
were being reorganized in the rear. 

In the meantime works were being constructed along 
the Piave line to insure its defense. The French and 
sritish simultaneously were reported to be hurrying into 
northeastern Italy many trainloads of artillery designed 
to make good the heavy loss in guns sustained by the 
Italians. French trcops, according to dispatches. rez 
Brescia on their way to the front. These reinforcem 
for Italy were dispatched, according to a decision taken 
by Premier Painlevé and the British authorities immedi- 
ately after the news of the original Italian reverse. Ar- 
tillery apparently had the right of way, owing to the 
great reduction of the Italian force in this arm and the 
need of making good the loss. 

The Teutons once across the Tagliamento moved 
rapidly westward from Pinzano reaching Maniago near 
the Livenza on Noy. 6. From Switzerland meantime 
came news that troop trains were moving westward into 
the region of Trent, with the apparent object of putting 
pressure on some point to the left or left rear of the 
involved Italian front. The rugged character of the 
country in this area has led to the failure of every offen- 
sive hitherto undertaken by either side in the Trentino 
area, but the possibility of a_turning movement through 
the Alpine region remains nevertheless one of the serious 
features of the Italian situation. The pursuit on one 
side and the rushing up of reinforcements from France 
on the other assumed the character of a sort of race. 
Whether the Allies’ support would reach the ground in 
time to enable Cadorna to hold the Piave line against a 
determined attack was by no means assured on Noy. 8. 
Berlin reported on Noy. 7 that the head of the Teuton 
pursuit had already advanced as far west, on part of the 
front, as the Livenza line. Here a battle was said to be 
expected on the 8th, following the momentary halt of the 
Teuton advance before the river. 





ALLIES GAIN ON AISNE AND YPRES FRONTS. 

The French reaped the results of their recent capture 
of German defenses between Soissons and Laon, when 
their opponents evacuated all their remaining positions 
south of the lime of the Ailette river. On the Ypres 
front, likewise the British gained a success in the cap- 
ture of the village of Passchendaele, the chief position 
remaining to the Germans on the Passchendaele ridge, 
which is now nearly in its entire:y in British possession. 
Both these gains haye a bearing on the course of the 
operations designed to force the Germans out of their 
present fixed lines in Belgium and northern France; 
that on the Ailette improves the situation of the offen- 
sive toward Laon, while the gain at Passchendaele en- 
ables the British to proceed to the bombardment of com- 
munications in and about the base at Roulers, on which 
the German front before Ypres depends for its supplies. 

The Germans on the Chemin des Dames evacuated 
their positions in secret on the night of Oct. 31 to Nov. 1, 
and their withdrawal was noted on the day following. 
They had prepared mines and like pitfalls to prevent 
a rapid following movement, and they destroyed behind 
them the bridges over the Ailette. The French advanced 
cautiously, but did not come in contact with the new 
positions on the north bank being stoped by the stream. 
from their sheltered position on the north slope of the 
Chemin des Dames ridge the enemy have delivered dozens 
of vigorous assaults in the past six months, endeavoring to 
drive the French from the ridge. Their position secure 
against artillery from the south, owing to the slope of 
ground, was not to be carried by frontal attack, but the 
new French positions north of Malmaison fort allowed the 
guns to rake the points hitherto sheltered from French 
fire. The retirement was due rather to this domination 
obtained by the artillery than to direct infantry pres- 
sure. It leaves the French in complete possession of a 
line of great natural strength running from Chavignon 
to Craonne; a line in defense of which the defenders 
have in the aggregate made severe sacrifices of men with- 
out avail. 

Postponing the attempt to enlarge their gains further, 
the French organized undisturbed the ground that they 
had gained. It has indeed been the general rule during 
the past several months that positions once completely 
taken over by the French or British remain in the cap- 
tor’s hands. 

Elsewhere on the French portion of the front, the 
raiders on both sides were active, and German shock 
troops twice attempted to drive their opponents back in 
Chaume wood, north of Verdun. ‘The first attack, on 
Nov. 3, was repulsed. A second attempt on Noy. 6 had 
no better fortune. A French raid on German positions 
near Schoenholz in Alsace, reported Nov. 8, brought in 
120 prisoners. 

The British capture of Passchendaele was accom- 
plished by the Canadian troops that were brought into 
this portion of the line in the preceding week. For some 
time the attacking front has pressed against the defenses 
of the village on the west and south. A powerful con- 
centration of artillery has made it impossible for the de- 
fenders to attempt their usual counter-attacks. At dawn 
on the morning of Sept. 6 the Canadians delivered their 
assault on a front of about 200 yards. They found less 
resistance than had been expected. Within a little more 
than an hour, they occupied the entire village, taking 
possession of the concrete works defending it, and moved 
beyond, to a distance of some 800 yards, according to 
British accounts. Berlin reported on the 7th that the 
attack had been contained at the eastern border of the 
village, but admitted the loss of the place. Beyond it, to 
east and north, the land lies lower, and merges into the 
Flanders plain. Following the capture of the place the 
British heavy guns in the neighborhood of the ridge were 
trained against the exposed German communications 
about Roulers, to the northeast. In their assault of the 
village of Passchendaele the Canadians captured over 
400 prisoners and took five field guns. 

Raids occurred on other portions of the British front. 
Near Vermelles, Loos and Gavrelle, Bfitish parties 
entered the opponent’s lines. 


RUSSIA, MACEDONIA, TURKEY. 


While the Teuton plans of attack in the Baltic coast 
region have given way in favor of the offensive against 
Italy, the military situation of Russia, in so far as the 
trouble lies within the Russian government cannot be 
said to have improved. Russia is apparently incapable 
of initiating the attacks and demonstrations against the 
Teutons for which the situation calls. The removal of 
large numbers of Teuton troops from the eastern front 
to Italy offers an opportunity for successful operation 
on the attenuated lines left to oppose the Russians, but 
Kerensky, the political head of the Russian state, has 
issued a statement to the effect that the troops cannot 
take any active share in the operations of the Allies at 
the present time. The conflict of views between Ker- 
ensky and the workmen’s and soldier’s organization has 
moreover entered a new phase, in which the leaders of 
the organization have directed certain of the troops to 
disregard orders from him, and started a revolt with 


the intention of ousting him and his partisans and seiz- 
ing power in Petrograd. On Nov. 8 this revolt was suc- 
cessful to the extent that the Maximalists had obtained 
control of Petrograd, deposing the Kerensky government, 
Kerensky himself leaving the capital. The government 
troops in the Winter Palace were compelled to surrender 
under fire from the guns of a cruiser in the Neva river 
and from the fortress of St. Peter and Paul. A general 
congress was convened on the same night. 

_ Minor Teuton attacks on the inland portion of the 
—_ have taken place. The Macedonian front has been 
quiet. 

In Palestine the British force under General Allenby 
has gained its immediate objective, the city of Gaza, be- 
fore which it has been held inactive since the defeat of 
last year. Following the capture of Beersheba on Oct. 
31, Allenby moved into a position orth of that place, and 
at the same time began a series of attacks upon the 
Gaza lines. On Noy. 1 the British captured the Turkish 
first line defenses on a front of 5,000 yards, with 296 
prisoners, and repulsed three counter-attacks. Three 
tanks or armored tractor cars took part in the assaults. 
These continued with steady progress. London, Nov. 5, 
reported that the captures of Turks had risen to 2,636. 
The occupation of Gaza, after a protracted struggle with 
the defenders was announced on Nov. 7. During this 
operation in the coast area, the British farther inland 
took possession of the region about Beersheba and ad- 
vanced northward twelve miles to Khuweilfeh, twenty- 
nine miles distant from Jerusalem.

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NOTES OF THE WAR. 

British casualties reported during the week ending 
Noy. 6- totaled 21,891 officers and men, as follows: 
Killed or died of wounds—officers, 241; men, 4,976. 
Wounded or missing—Officers, 818; men, 15,861. 

The British Admiralty report of Nov. 7 on ships sunk 
by mine or submarine reads: Arrivals, 2,384; sailings, 
2,379. British merchant vessels over 1,600 tons sunk by 
mine or submarine, including two previously, eight; under 
1,600 tons, including one previously, four. Fishing ves- 
sels sunk, none. British merchant vessels unsuccessfully 
attacked, including five previously, six. The Italian ship- 
ping losses from submarines in all seas for the week 
ended Noy. 4 were two steamers under 1,500 tons aad 
three sailing craft under 100 tons. The losses to French 
shipping by submarine or mine in the week ended Nov. 4 
were one vessel over 1,600 tons and one under that ton- 
nage. 

Seven hundred and four airplanes and seaplanes were 
brought or driven down on the western front—including 
the Belgian coast sector—during September, according 
to’ the London Times. This is a higher total by nearly 
300 than was reached in the preceding month, and 
compares with 467 in July, 713 in May, and 717 in 
April of this year. The Allies, according to the claims 
of German main headquarters, lost 242 machines, and 
the German airplanes and seaplanes which fell to Brit- 
ish and French airmen and gunners numbered 462. The 
month’s air warfare was distinguished by several inter- 
esting features. British airmen set up a “record” in the 
number of German machines accounted for on one day. 
This was on Sept. 25, when twenty-four enemy airplanes 
were brought or driven down with the loss of only one 
British machine. British naval air squadrons were unusu- 
ally active in raiding German bases in Belgium and on 
the coast. Only one of their machines failed to return, 
and, as a set-off, they destroyed or drove down seriously 
damaged nearly twenty German airplanes and seaplanes. 

The sinking of a German submarine under peculiar 
circumstances is reported from the base of the American 
flotilla in British waters. This U-boat torpedoed a ship 
bound from the United States, firing its torpedo at a 
range of only about a hunderd yards. The torpedoed 
ship was loaded with a cargo of war material, and the 
explosion was so forcible that it blew a large piece of 
heavy material through the deck of the ship and dropped 
it on the submarine as the latter was submerging. The 
hull of the submarine was crushed like an eggshell, and 
she sank with all on board. 

Germany has a new Imperial Chancellor in the person 
of Count von Hertling, who succeeds Dr. Michaelis. He 
was formerly Prime Minister of Bavaria. The Berlin 
Tageblatt says von Hertling was known in Bavaria as 
the “old fox,” a name given him because of the “back- 
stairs’ methods that characterized his five and a half 
years in the Bavarian Premiership. Little- is expected 
from him in the way of internal reform, as he always 
opposed Parliamentarism, although he acted like a Par- 
liamentary Minister.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Rear Admiral Frederick Rodgers, U.S.N.. 
at his home at St. James, Long Island, N.Y., Nov. 3, 
1917, following a stroke of paralysis. He was born at 
Havre de Grace, Md., Oct. 3, 1842, and was graduated 
from the Naval Academy in 1861. He was promoted to 
lieutenant in 1862, lieutenant commander in 1866, cap- 
tain in 1890, commodore in 1898, and rear admiral in 
1899. He was retired for age Oct. 3, 1904, after per- 
forming twenty years and eleven months sea duty and 
twenty-five years and two months ashore. Admiral Rod- 
gers was first attached to the frigate Wabash in 1861 
and from that ship he was appointed acting master of 
the Santee. He was prize master of the brig Delta in 
1861 and was executive officer of the U.S.S. Kineo, 
1862-3. He took part in the engagements at Donaldsville, 
Fort Hudson and College Point in 1862. He was at- 
tached to the steamer Grand Gulf, of the North Atlantic, 
in the West Gulf Blockading Squadron and served on the 
U.S.S. Seminole. Admiral Rodgers was on board the 
Sacramento in 1867 when she was lost in the Bay of 
Biscay. He was Supervisor of New York Harbor for 
the Government in 1892 to 1893, and was stationed at the 
navy yard, New York, from 1893 to 1896. During the 
Spanish-American War he was president of the Board of 
Inspection and Survey, and was senior squadron com- 
mander of the Asiatic Fleet in 1901, later becoming com- 
mandant of the New York Navy Yard. Rear Admiral 
Rodgers is survived by his wife and a son, Frederick 
Rodgers, jr. 

Rear Admiral David B. Harmony, U.S.N., 
whose death at Washington, D.C., on Noy. 2, 1917, we 
briefly noted in our last issue, was born in Pennsyl- 
vania Sept. 3, 1832, and entered the Naval Academy as 
an acting midshipman April 7, 1847. ‘The first service 
of Admiral Harmony was in the frigate Brandywine, of 
the Brazil Squadron, in 1847. Subsequent service in- 
cluded duty in the Ohio and the sloops Warren and Fal- 
mouth, of the Pacific Squadron. He was promoted te 
passed midshipman in June, 1853, and was attached to 
the storeship Relief in 1854. He served in the Balti- 
more and the sloop Decatur, of the Pacific Squadron, 
1858-60, and was then assigned to the steam sloop Iro- 
quois, of the West Gulf Blockading Squadron, 1861-2, 
He took part in the bombardment and passage of Fort 
Jackson and St. Philip, Chalmette batteries, the cap 
ture of New Orleans and Grand Gulf. Following this 
service Admiral Harmony took part in both the engage- 
ments with the batteries at Vicksburg and in the en- 
gagement with the Confederate ram Arkansas. He 
served in the monitor Nahant, of the South Atlantic 
Blockading Squadron, and took part in the attack on 
defenses of Charleston in 1863 and the capture of the 
Confederate ram Atlanta and the bombardment of Mor- 
tis Island. He was later in command of the gunboat 
Tahoma, of the East Gulf Blockading Squadron, and of 
the gunboat Sebago, of the West Gulf Blockading Squad- 
ron, taking part in the capture of Mobile. He was in com- 
mand of the Frolic of the European Squadron, 1867-9, was 
inspector of supplies at the navy yard, New York, 1869- 
71, and was in command of the Kearsarge, Asiatic Sta-

He was 
born in Vermont Jan. 14, 1831, and was graduated from 
the U.S.M.A. in 1851, being promoted in the Army at 
that time brevet second lieutenant, 4th Infantry. He 
was an officer of the 4th Infantry until May 17, 1861, 
when he entered the Q.M.D. as captain. The early ser- 
vice of General Hodges was spent on the frontier at posts 
in Wisconsin, California, Washington and Oregon, and 
included scouting against Snake Indians. During the 
Civil War he served as purchasing and distributing Q.M. 
on the staff of Governor Morgan, of New York, in cloth- 
ing and equipping New York Volunteers, etc. He was 
Q.M. of the Centre Grand Division of the Army of the 
Potomac; depot Q.M. at Nashville; chief Q.M., Army of 
the Cumberland, on the staff of General Rosecrans in 
the Tennessee campaign, at which time he took part in 
the battle of Chickamauga. eneral Hodges also estab- 
lished a depot at Morehead City, N.C., to supply General 
Sherman’s Army en route from Savannah, Ga., to Golds- 
borough, N.C. He received the brevet of major and liev- 
tenant colonel in 1865 for faithful and meritorious ser- 
vices during the Rebellion. After the war he served in 
various parts of the United tates incident to his Q.M. 
duties, which included charge of the general depot at 
Jeffersonville, Ind. He was retired for age Jan. 14, 
1895. The son of General Hodges was summoned from 
Camp Beauregard, La., but was unable to reach Buffalo 
before his father’s death. The remains of General 
Hodges were interred in Arlington Cemetery with wili- 
tary honors. The pallbearers were Brig. Gens. Thomas 
Cruse and I. W. Littell and Mr. H. D. Saxton all 


of the Quartermaster Corps; and Brig. Gen. Alfred 
Mordecai, Col. R. C. Cabell and Col. J. F. Reynolds 


Landis, U.S.A., retired. The body-bearers were sergeants 
from the camp at Fort Myer. The Episcopal committal 
service was read at the grave by the Rev. Frederick W. 
Smith, of the diocese of Washington. At the conclusion 
of the services a bugler sounded taps. 

Col. Robert W. Huntington, U.S.M.C., retired, a vet 
eran of the Civil and Spanish-American Wars, died at 
University, Va., Nov. 3, 1917. Colonel Huntington was 
an officer of distinguished service. He was born in Con- 
necticut Dec. 3, 1840, and was commissioned a second 


lieutenant in the Marine Corps June 5, 1861. Colonel 
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Huctingtsm, among his many otker duties, was attached 
to the Marine Battalion, which took part in the battle 
of Bull Run in 1861. He served in the Marine Bat- 
talion co-operating with the Suuth Atlemtic Squadron, 
1861-2, and subsequently served in the Jamestown, of the 
Bast India Squadron, and at different marine barracks. 
He joined the Lancaster, of the South Atlantic Squadron, 
in 1870. He was again assigned to duty ashore, and in 
1876 he was appointed fleet marine officer of the North 
Pacific Station. He took part iu the’Panama Expedi- 
tion of 1885 and among other duties he was in command 
of the marine barracks at Annapolis, was assigned to the 
Trenton, was in command of the marine barracks in 
Brooklyn and Norfolk, and in April, 1898, was in com- 
mand of the battalion of marines which went to Key 
West for duty with the North Atlantic Squadron. The 
marines under his command at Camp McCalla, Cuba, had 
the honor of making the first landing in Cuba some days 
in advance of the Army. For a week after landing the 
little force of marines under Cvlonel Huntington were 
almost constantly engaged with t!e Spaniards and demon- 
strated such coolness and reserve as to win for Colonel 
Hun‘ington and his command the admiration of the en- 
tire country. The battalion originally landed on June 10 
at Fisherman’s Point, Guantanamo Bay. Here the bat- 
talion was engaged in a series of harassing skirmishes 
from the evening of April 11 urtil April 14, when the 
offensive was taken against the Spaniards and they were 
driven permanently from that part of the island. The 
detail for marines for this last successful work was under 
command of Capt. George F. Diliott, now Major General 
Commandant, retired. They were assisted by about sev- 
enty-five Cubans and supported by the U.S.S. Dolphin, 
under Comdr. Henry W. Lyon, U.S.N., now rear ad- 
miral, retired. Colonel Huntington was retired on Aug. 
14, 1900, after thirty years’ service. 

Major Frank C. Grugan, U.S.A., retired, who died at 
his home in New York city Nov. 7, 1917, was a veteran 
of the Civil, Indian and the Spanish-American Wars. 
He was born in Pennsylvania April 4, 1842, and entered 
the military Service as a private in the Pennsylvania 
Heavy Artillery June 4, 1861. He subsequently served 
as a second lieutenant and first lieutenant in the 114th 
Penn. Infantry, first lieutenant 3d Penn. Cavalry, and 
also in the 5th Penn. Cavalry, up to May, 1865. He en- 
listed in the Army as a private in the general service 
August, 1865, and was appointed a second lieutenant 
in April, 1866. He was promoted first lieutenant in 
November, 1867, and was transferred to the 2d Artil- 
lery in 1879. He was promoted captain in 1885 and 
major, 6th Artillery, in 1898. He was retired at his 
own redquest March 18, 1899. Major Grugan was en- 
gaged in the battles of Fredericksburg, Chancellors- 
ville, Wilderness, Spottsylvania, North Anna, Cold Har 
bor, the siege and capture of Petersburg, battle of 
Hatchers Run, and in the campaign ending in the sur- 
render of Gen. R. E. Lee. He also took part in a num- 
ber of other operations. After the Civil War he was 
engaged in campaigns against the Indians, and took 
part in the Cuban campaign in 1898. He was awarded 
the brevet of first lieutenant, U.S.A., for gallant and 
meritorious services at the battle of Hatchers Run, Va., 
and he brevet of captain, U.S.A., for gallant and meri- 
torious services during the war. Zz 

The death of Major Birdseye Blakeman Lewis, O.R.C., 
was reported in France Noy, 3, 1917, in a cable received 
at the War Department. He committed suicide. Mr. 
Oakleigh Thorne, a resident of Millbrook, N.Y., is his 
father-in-law. Three years ago he married Miss Thorne, 
who survives him. 

Lieut. Sylvester H. Lawton, jr., U.S.N., committed 
suicide by shooting himself through the head in a bath 
room at the Mare Island Naval Hospital, Cal., Oct. 26, 
1917, at 5:30 p.m. Lieutenant Lawton had been under 
treatment at the hospital for about six months, but a 
few weeks ago apparently regained his health and was 
reported to the Department as physically fit for service. 
Neither members of his family nor his physicians sus- 
pected that he had any idea of taking his life and when 
he went to the hospital from his home in Vallejo on Oct. 
26 he seemed in his usual spirits. Lieutenant Lawton 
was born in Ohio Dec. 6, 1882, and entered the Naval 
Academy in August, 1901. Much of his service in re- 
cent years was in Pacific waters. He married at Mare 
Island Miss Marion Potts, eldest daughter of Commo- 
dore and Mrs. Stacy Potts, U.S.N. Besides his widow 
he is.survived by two little sons, and his parents. 


Dr. Henry Allers, recently uppointed by Governor 
Edge as surgeon general of the New Jersey State Guard, 
died at Newark, N.J., Oct. 29, 1917. Aside from a long 
service in the National Guard, he was deputy county 
physician of Hudson county for twenty-five years and a 
member of the Harrison Board of Health and one of the 
managers and treasurer of the Home for Disabled Sol- 
diers at Kearny. Commissioned a first lieutenant and 
assistant surgeon of the former ist Regiment, N.J.N.G., 
Dr. Allers began his military career July 25; 1888. He 
went South with the command during the Spanish- 
American War. Dr. Allers was commissioned captain 
and was advanced to surgeon, with the rank of major, 
April 7, 1898. Following the war he became brigade 
surgeon. Dr. Allers was appointed chief surgeon of the 
National Guard of New Jersey in 1911 


Chief Sailmaker Charles H. Jones, U.S.N., retired, 
died on Nov. 6, 1917, of pneumonia at his home, 4300 
Katonah avenue, the Bronx, New York city. He was 
born in New York Feb. 6, 1842, and entered the Navy 
Jan. 7, 1875. He was retired Feb. 6, 1904, on reaching 
the age of sixty-two years. He had close on thirteen 
Years of sea service and seventeen years and two months 
of shore duty to his credit.

Major Gen. George Barnett, U.S.M.C., in a letter to 
the editor of a Washington (D.C.), daily newspaper, 
formally denies the report that the minimum age for 
enlistment in the Marine Corps has been reduced to sev- 
enteen years.

THE WEST POINT SYSTEM. 

Graduates of the U.S. Military Academy who hold op- 
posite views as to the ine of a revision of the courses 
of study at the Point will find much to interest them in 
the admirable article on ‘The Challenge of West Point,” 
by Louis J. A. Mercier in the November number of The 
North American Review. Professor Mercier tells at the 
outset of his article that he shared with his colleague, 
Prof. Louis Allard of Harvard University, “the privilege 
of spencing with the class of 1918 the last two months of 
its preparation (for graduation) in a capacity which 
gave us, I am told, unprecedented opportunities to study 
the life and the educational system of West Point,” so 
that his judgments are pertinent in that they are based 
on very recent observations. Also they have added weight 
in that they are the comments of a man who has “seen 
service abroad,” and also of one who “occupied a tent in 
the cadet camp and thus came in personal and informal 
contact with the cadets at all hours of the day.” 

Given the training of the writer, and the unusual op- 
portunities afforded him to apply his training to the sub- 
ject he discusses, it will be admitted that his views are 
worthy of consideration in all speculation on a subject 
that was actively discussed in the Service just prior to 
the entry of our country into the war.’ Professor Mer- 
cier points out, quoting Monroe’s History of Education 
for his authority, that the question still foremost ip 
American educational discussions is the conflict between 
the education of effort and the education of interest and 
states that it will be generally admitted that of late years 
“the education of interest” has continued to gain ground. 
It is because West Point is a challenge to the extreme 
form of this school of education as voiced by Jean Jacques 
Rousseau that Professor Mercier chose the word for his 
title. The great Frenchman put his idea of freedom in 
education into this extreme form: “Whatever may hap- 
pen, abandon everything rather than have the child's 
tasks become irksome; for how much he learns is of 
no account, but only that he does nothing against his 
will.” 

Professor Mercier argues that the slogan of the new 
education is “self-expression,” while the case of West 
Point is a clear cut challenge to this injunction of Rous- 
seau’s, since its slogan is “discipline.” He says the new 
education asks: “What will you do and how do you 
prefer to do it?’ West Point commands: “Do this, this 
way, and be quick about it!” “According to the pre 
suppositions of the new education,” Professor Mercier con- 
tinues, “the West Point cadet, faced at every turn with 
enforced work, should lead a forlorn and dejected life,” 
Yet, on the contrary, what is to be observed? “Here 
West Point forces its challenge upon you. As a matter 
of fact, a happier, more exuberant mortal would be hard 
to find or one who speaks of his studies with more 
gusto.” 

After sketching the working day of a cadet with its 
obligations and possibility of countless penalties um 
known to the average student, the writer imagines the 
exponent of the new education saying this is “artificial 
stimulation, the hope of reward and the fear of punish- 
ment taking the place of the motive force of interest.” 
And he quotes in reply to this an imaginary West Pointer 
making answer: “No; but the multiplication of precise 
aims to be reached, the minute checking up of failures 
to reach given aims, a consequent training of the will 
which means formation of character, the power to bring 
to completion a distasteful task, to double effort when 
confronted with difficulties, and to accept manfully the 
consequences of mistakes and shortcomings.” 

Professor Mercier declares he saw the fruits of this sys 
tem of education before him in the West Pointer whose 
“every movement is marked with celerity and precision, 
easy and unmistakably pleasurable, the result of multi- 
tudinous successful attainings of given ends.” Yet, he 
points out, West Point realizes that an education wholly 
based on coercion has its dangerous limitations and takes 
eare “to provide for the cadets many experiences outside 


of the class rooms and drill ground, social, cultural, re 
ligious.”” It will be noted that the writer nowhere touches 
on the subject of the need for a revision of the system 


of teaching purely technical subjects at West Point 


which, a few months ago, was the subject of so many , 


interesting letters in the columns of the ARmy AND NavY¥ 
JOURNAL. Doubtless he realizes that this is no time for 
such a revision, or reform, if some of our readers prefer 
that word and all it connotes. And this is a wise de 
cision; although the matter is one that should not be 
forgotten by those in the Service who are always think- 
ing of its best interests and of the best interests of West 
Point. In a day when we are presented with a striking 
and shocking growth in our civil life of the kind of ten- 
dencies advocated by Rousseau, as indicated by the in- 


crease of Socialists with their pro-German tendencies, 
it is pleasure to be presented with this skecth, by a man 
whose opinion is worth while, that West Point sets its 
face against a false “self-expression” and insists upoR 
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“discipline.” Our country never needed that moral im- 
position so much as now. 





NEW CAVALRY REGIMENTS PROPOSED. 

No little attention has been given recently by Army 
oficers to the question of adequate Cavalry units for 
the new military organization. Two regiments are in- 
eluded in the .tentative organization of the Army corps, 
for instance, and since there may be around twenty 
corps developed from the 2,000,000 men now figured in 
the military . establishment, this would indicate the 


need of forty Cavalry regiments. The only troops now 
organized as Cavalry are those stationed on the Texas 
porder and which, it is generally conceded, must con- 


tinue to be so maintained. 

The decision of. the General Staff to reorganize prac- 
tically all National Guard Cavalry regiments as Field 
Artillery was not reached without opposition from a 
number of experienced officers, and this opposition has 
been strengthened by recent developments in Europe. 
For instance, it is pointed out, the most valuable aid 
that could be rendered Italy to-day would be in highly 
trained cavalry to assist in the defense of the Venetian 
plains. .On the Russian fronts, too, mounted troops 
would be invaluable since the trench deadlock has been 
proken. Some military experts hold that the develop- 
ment of the Cavalry organization in this country has 
pever been carried to the point required in a great army. 
Drill regulations have not included the use of cavalry in 
maneuvers-in-mass, a common detail of the military 
tests carried out by Germany, France, Britain and even 
Belgium. Our possible needs, as based upon pre-war 
forecasts, did not indicate any such necessity, it is 
true. Now, however, every day brings additional evi- 
dence that the United States is to furnish not only raw 
materials and cash to encompass the defeat of Germany, 
but also the armed forces. Under this new condition 
many officers foresee the need of large numbers of cav- 
alry and are anxious that steps be taken at once to 
provide these troops. It will be recalled that the Cav- 
alry Board, in 1913, strongly recommended changes in 
regulations which would have gone far to have fitted 
the arm for just the condition now existing. 

The Adjutant General of the State of Texas, during 
a recent visit to Washington, recommended to the Mili- 
tie Bureau the organization in that state of an addi- 
tional regiment of Cavalry. He based this recommenda- 
tion not only on the recognized need for more mounted 
troops but also on the fact that recruits who are by 
environment and training fitted for this service could 
be obtained from the great border state.

TO COMMISSION ALL R.O.T.C. GRADUATES. 

The ARMY AND Navy JourNAL has obtained official 
assurance that every man of the 19,000 now in the sec- 
ond series of Reserve Officers’ Training Camps who is 
recommended for a commission will receive appoint- 
ment. This statement should relieve much of the anx- 
iety which has been caused by articles in the daily press 
stating that less than thirty per cent. of the graduates 
will be commissioned because of a suddenly-achieved 
“surplusage of officers.” 

It is probable, of course, that only a portion of those 
recommended will be called to duty at once, the remain- 
der being placed upon an eligible list subject to call as 
needed. Commissions, as in the case of the students 
who finished the first course, will be in the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps, or in the National Army. Among those 
whose names will go on the waiting list will be the men 
who are over the age for appointment in the Reserve 
Corps in such rank as their standing entitles them. 
Only a small number are expected to be included in 
this class. Those holding commissions in the lower 
grades may not be needed until the second draft is 
made, but this fact should cause no disappointment, as 
it was generally understood that the second series of 
camps were authorized to supply officers for that force. 

Virtually all majors and most of the captains ob- 
tained from these camps will be needed as soon as com- 
missioned. Indications already have been seen of a 
lack of adequate reserves in these grades to fill vacan- 
cies caused by nominal casualty lists. 

Unofficially it is stated that the number of graduates 
to be assigned to active duty as soon as commissioned 
will not number more than 7,000, leaving about 10,000 
on the inactive lists. When report to this effect reached 
the training camps it caused considerable consternation. 
The student officers pointed out that under the impres- 
sion that men of more mature age and experience were 
needed a number had given up positions of more or 
less importance in order to serve their country. If such 
men had made -a success of their training period, the 
student officers argued, the plan to keep them on the 
inactive list would be wasteful of their abilities. They 
urged that it would keep the new officers in better train- 
ing if they might be sent to the National Army training 
camps, possibly tu serve temporarily as second lieuten- 
ants, to gain experience in the actual handling of 
men. 





TO MAKE SELECTIONS FOR SIGNAL CORPS. 

A board of officers has been appointed by the War De-« 
partment to visit each of the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Camps for the purpose of selecting from among the stu- 
dents men specially qualified for certain positions in the 
Aviation Section (non-flying). This board will par- 
ticularly seek men with military training who are fitted 
for appointment in the construction, photography, radio 
end other special branches. It is hoped that from 1,500 
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to 2,000 will be obtained. The students will have an 
opportunity to volunteer for the service, such action re- 
leasing each automatically from his obligations at the 
camp. 
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NEGRO BIVISION FOR NATIONAL ARMY. 

Brig.. Gen. C. C: Ballou, Nat. Arniy (colonel U.S.A.), 
who was commandant of the training camp for colored 
officers at. Fort Des Moines, Iowa, will be named to 
command the 92d Division, National Army, which will 
be composed entirely of drafted negroes. General Ballou 
recently was relieved of his duties at Camp Dodge and 
ordered to: Camp Funston, Kansas, which, it is under- 
stood,.-will be the mobilization point for the 92d. Com- 
mand of the division will carry advancement to the 
grade of major general, National Army. General Ballou 
was born in New York, June 13, 1862, and entered: the 
Military- Academy, July 1, 1882, graduating four years 
later, when he was commissioned 2d lieutenant of In- 
fantry and was assigned to the 16th Infantry. He was 
promoted to Ist lieutenant April 28, 1893, captain in 
1899, and major in 1909. During the intervening period 
he served with the 12th, 15th and 7th and 24th Infantry. 
A detail in the Quartermaster Corps lasted from Octo- 
ber, 1908, to June, 1909, when he was assigned to the 
7th Infantry. He was promoted to be a lieutenant 
colonel Feb. 7, 1915, and colonel in 1917. 

Preliminary organization of the various units which 
will be attached to the division will be undertaken as 
follows: 

Infantry regiments at Rockford, Ill., Des Moines, Iowa, 
Yaphank, N.Y., and Annapolis Junction, Md., with Cols. 
Vernon A. Caldwell, Ross. L: Bush, James A. Moss and 
W. P. Jackson, commanding in the order named. 

Two Field Artillery regiments at Wrightstown, N.J., 
to be commanded by Cols. Dan T. Moore and Fred T. 
Austin; and one regiment at Annapolis Junction under 
Col. William BE. Cole. 

One regiment of Engineers at Chillicothe, Ohio, under 
Col. E. I. Brown. Divisional train troops at Fort Riley, 
Kas., under Col. I. C. Jenks. 

It is the intention of the War Department to detail 
white officers for all positions abuve the grade of captain, 
the remaining places to be filled from the ranks of the 
students recently commissioned after completing the 
course at Fort Des Moines Training Camp. 
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GENERAL ORDER FIXES RELATIVE RANK 

The Secretary of War. has approved a general order 
which soon will be published, dealing with the trouble- 
some question of relative rank between officers of the same 
grade in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, National Guard and 
National Army. The text of the order confirms, almost 
withous exception, the details of the item published in 
our issue of Sept. 22, page 125. It is as follows: 


G.0. No. —, Oct. —, 1917, WAR DEPT. 

The following rules will govern as to precedence of all officers 
of the Army of the United States other than those who hold 
permanent, provisional or temporary commissions in the Regular 
Army: 

(a) Officers will take rank in each grade according to date, 
which, in the case of a member of the Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
is that of the order placing him on active duty, and in the case 
of any other officer is that of the date of rank given in his 
commission in the Army. 

(b) When date of rank is the same, the officer having the 
longer commissioned service in the Army of the United States, 
continuous or otherwise, prior to bis present appointment, is 
the senior. This includes service as a commissioned officer of 
the Regular Army, Volunteers, forces drafted into the Army, and 
as an officer of the Officers’ Reserve Corps on active duty as 
such. It does not include service at a commissioned officer 
of the National Guard called into the service of the United 
States or otherwise. 

(c) When date of rank is the same and length of service 





is equal, precedence will be determined by the Secretary of 
War.

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THE PROVISIONAL LIEUTENANTS. 

Dates for the opening of the next classes of provisional 
second lieutenants at Fort Leavenworth and Fort Monroe 
have been set at Dec. 1, and orders are being issued ac 
cordingly to the succesful candidates of the July exami- 
nations not already serving with troops to report not 
later than Nov. 26 at the schools mentioned, those as- 
signed to the mobile arms going to Leavenworth and the 
Coast Artillery officers to Monroe. As heretofore stated, 
the course of instruction will not be confined to the suc- 
cessful candidates to whom commissions have been issued 
as provisional second lieutenants as a result of the July 
examinations, but candidates who made fifty per cent. or 
better therein will be sent for training with the pro- 
visional battalions, and if they make good in their inten- 
sive training they will receive commissions in the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps, will be assigned to duty as vacancies oc- 
eur, and if they attain a proper rating, will be available 
for future vacancies in the grade of provisional second 
lieutenant. This, of course, after commissions therein 
issue to those 500 or more of the July candidates who, 
notwithstanding the fact that they attained a percentage 
of over eighty, cannot be commissioned provisional second 
lieutenants until vacancies occur. 

A number of Coast Artillery candidates at the first 
series of training camps were recommended in July for 
provisional second lieutenants, but were commissioned 
for the time being in the Officers’ Reserve Corps and most 
of them are now with the Bypeditionary Forces. The 


names of these men will be ineluded in the forthcoming 
lists of 2,582 officers commissioned provisional second 
lieutenants following the July examinations. They will 
rank from Oct. 24, 25 or 26, as do.the other appointees 
from the July examinations, depending upon the source 
from which the officer was appointed. The April candi- 
dates, now finishing their course at. the Rervice Schools, 
rank from Aug. 1, 1917. 
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The total subseription for the Seeond Liberty Loan 
amounted to $4,617,532,300, which’ makes it the second 
largest war loan subscription made:by the people of any 
nation since the world war began. The number of sub- 
seribers to the loan was 9,306,000. In his formal state- 
ment about the success of the loan, Secretary McAdéo 
paid this compliment to the Services: “I should like- to 
make special mention of the soldiers and sailors. of 
America who came forward with subscriptions amount- 
ing to more per capita than those received from the evil 
population. These gallant men are not only giving their 
services and their lives to their country, but are lending 
their money as well to strengthen the Government in this 
great war for America’s rights and world democracy.” 
He also stated “that an impression prevails in some quar- 
ters that another offering of Government bonds will be 
made in the month of January, 1918. I desire to correct 
this impression. In view of the large oversubscription of 
the second Liberty Loan, I am glad to be able to state 
that this will not be necessary.” 
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Ambulance and field hospital units undergoing training 
at the Medical Officers’ Training Camp, Fort Benjamin 
Harrison, Ind., are now testing their ability for sus- 
tained- marching. Orders were dispatched from the War 
Department on Nov. 8 instructing the 15th and 17th An- 
bulance Companies, with one field hospital unit and head- 
quarters, all of which are motorized, to start on the 
following day a seven-day hike for-Georgia.. The 17th 
Company and the headquarters unit will-go to Camp 
Greenleaf, while the other unit is en route to Camp Ogle- 
thorpe. At the same time two ambulance companies and 
two field hospitals—the 6th and 14th, in each case—pro- 
vided with motive power in the form of mules received 
similar instructions. The units will be accompanied by 
all officers still at the training camp who have seen less 
than seven months’ service. 





An approved plan of promotion and readjustment of 
commissioned grades in the Navy to accommodate re- 
cent additions by temporary appointment and otherwise 
appears on page 384. In the Medical Corps these promo- 
tions will advance all medical inspectors down to and in- 
eluding Frank C. Cook and all surgeons down to and 
including Robert E. Hoyt. The promotion of two offi- 
cers to be rear admirals will create corresponding vacan- 
cies in the grades below that from which these two men 
are selected. Also, the temporary promotion of line 
officers from ensign will take up running mates of such 
men to the grades of lieutenant commander and lieuten- 
ant. With the exceptions noted, however, all the promo- 
tions due in this branch are in the Regular Service and 
are not temporary as has been held in certain circles. 
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The depot quartermaster at Chicago has been author- 
ized to ask sealed proposals for the delivery of 10,000 
standard bicycles to be used by Army messengers and 
couriers. Each bieycle is to be equipped with an ‘at- 
tachment in which the rider’s rifle may be carried, con- 
sisting of two supports holding the gun parallel to the 
frame. These supports must be so designed as to per- 
mit the easy removal of the weapon. Specifications sent 
out to possible bidders call for a “well-balanced design.” 
Each machine must be of construction sturdy enough to 
insure its supporting around 250 pounds, as the average 
equipment of the rider will weigh at least fifty pounds. 
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The Navy Department has telegraphed to recruiting 
officers to begin active campaign for 7,000 firemen and 
400 mess attendants by Dec. 15. Quotas for various dis- 
tricts are: Eastern, 2,000 firemen, 100 attendants; Cen- 
tral, 2,000 firemen and 100 attendants; Southern, 1,000 
firemen and 150 attendants; Western, 2,000 firemen and 
50 attendants. Applicants from eighteen to thirty-five 
years will be accepted for firemen; no previous experi- 
ence required. Attendants must not be older than thirty 
years. 
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Secretary of War Baker issued an order on Nov. 8 
reducing from twenty-one years to twenty years and nine 
months the minimum age for students in the third offi- 
cers’ training camp which is to be opened in January for 
enlisted men and college graduates with military train- 
ing. The purpose is to open the camp to men who will 
be twenty-one at the end of their three months’ training. 
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It is understood that a memorandum from Major Gen. 
H. G. Sharpe, Quartermaster General of the Army, now 
before the Acting Chief of Staff, includes a recommend- 
tion for several additional brigadier generals in his corps, 
and that General Sharpe has named the officers he desires 
to assist him. 
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The enlisted strength of the Navy at the close of busi- 
ness on Oct. 31 was 147,327 men, it is announced offi- 
cially. These figures do not include the Naval Reserve 
forces, the probationers or those on the hospital lists. 
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OUR FORCES ABROAD. 


OUB TROOPS IN TRENCH ENGAGEMENT. 


The War Department on Nov. 5 received a dispatch 
from the commanding general of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces in France which states that before day- 
light, Nov. 3, a salient occupied for instruction by a com- 
pany of American Infantry was raided by Germans. The 
enemy put down a heavy barrage fire, cutting off the 
salient from the rest of the line. Our losses were three 
killed, five wounded and twelve captured or missing. The 
enemy’s losses are not known. One wounded German was 
taken prisoner. The official list of casualties, all in the 
same company, with the name of the man’s home town, 
follows:

This small detachment of American Infantrymen was 
attacked in the front line trenches by a much superior 
force of German shock troops. The Americans were cut 
off from relief by the heavy barrage in their rear. They 
fought gallantly until overwhelmed, solely by numbers. 
The enemy lost some men, but the number is unknown, as 
their dead and wounded were carried off by the retiring 
Germans. : , : 

The three privates killed in the raid were buried with 
military honors on Nov. 6, detachments of B rench and 
American soldiers acting as honor guards. The French 
officer commanding the division in the section where the 
men were buried delivered an address at the grave while 
his field artillery fired minute guns. In conclusion he 
said : 

“In the name of the —th Division, in the name of the 
French army, and in the name of France, I bid farewell 
to Private Enright, Private Gresham and Private Hay, 
of the American Army. Of their own free will they had 
left a prosperous and happy country to come over here. 
They knew war was continuing in Europe; they knew 
that the forces fighting for honor, love of justice, and 
civilization were still checked by the long-prepared forces 
serving the Powers cf brutal domination, oppression, and 
barbarity. They knew that efforts were still necessary. 
They wished to give us their generous hearts, and they 
have not forgotten old historical memories, while others 
forget more recent ones. We will, therefore, ask that the 
mortal remains of these young men be left here, left with 
us forever. We inseribe on the tombs, ‘Here lie the first 
soldiers of the Republic of the United States to fall on 
the soi! of France for liberty and justice.’ The passerby 
will stop and uncover his head. Travelers and men of 
heart will go out of their way to come here to pay their 
respective tributes. Private Enright! Private Gresham! 
Private Hay! In the name of France I thank you. God 
receive your souls. Farewell!” 
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On Nov. 7 the first Field Artillery unit to establish 
contact with the enemy returned to its billets after a 
longer stay at the front than that of the Infantry. In 
the town in which they are billeted the men were wel- 
comed by a band and the children placed a wreath of 
flowers around the barrel of the piece on the gun-shjeld 
of which was chalked the legend, “The First Gun for the 
Germans.” The welcoming children also placed a bunch 
of wild flowers in the empty case of the first shot fired. 
The members of the battery which fired the first shot at 
the Germans admitted that they enjoyed the experience 
greatly. They come from South Bend, New York, Minne- 
apolis, Chicago, Baltimore, New Orleans and Douglas, 
Ariz. After a short rest this artillery contingent will be 
sent to other camps to instruct other artillerymen who 
have not yet been at the front. 

General Pershing returned to headquarters on Nov. 3, 
after a visit to the British front, and on Nov. 5 had a 
long conference in Paris with David Lloyd George, the 
British Premier, who was on his way to Rome. Field 
Marshal Haig was also present at the conference. 

American soldiers, sailors and marines in Paris, and 
at the American General Headquarters who are legal 
residents of New York state voted on Noy. 5. New York 
voters with units in other parts of France cast their bal- 
lots in the previous week. The voting in Paris was done 
at the Hotel Sainte Annen, which is now used for Ameri- 
ean barracks and offices. Distribution of ballots began 
on Oct. 30. AM the units now in France and England 
have been canvassed by the election commissioners, with 
the assistance of general headquarters. The votes of one 
American railway engineering unit in a British sector 
were taken in a field which was under a bombardment by 
German guns. 

The campaign hat has been abandoned by United States 
troops actually in the field; in their place hats like the 
fatigue headgear of the French army have been adopted. 
Numbers of them have been purchased and hurried to the 
treops now in the trenches. 

The German artillery was active all last night and to- 
day, says the Associated Press dispatch of Nov. 7, shells 
of various calibers raining down around the American 
positions. So thickly did they come at one time during 
the early hours this morning, it was thought another 
barrage was about to be placed for a second raid on the 
American trenches. But none developed. The American 
Artillery gave the Germans back shell for shell and added 
a few for good measure, pounding the enemy battery posi- 
tions and breaking shrapnel over their trenches. Rain 
has continued for days and vast ceas of mud now extend 
in every direction. At some points the water running 
down the mountainous hills has flowed into the dugouts, 
the occupants being forced to pump out repeatedly in 
order that the dugouts might remain tenable. ; 

A cable received on Nov. 5 at New Haven by Ans 
Phelps Stokes, of Yale University and chairman of the 
board of trustees of the American University Union in 
Europe, states that the Royal Palace Hotel in Paris, 
which was opened two weeks ago as headquarters for the 
Union, is already overflowing, and that additional hotel 
accommodations are being secured. A branch office in 


London has also been opened at 16 Pali Mal! East. S.W., 


and an additional branch is under contemplation at Bor- 
deaux, France.

LOSS OF THE U.S.S. ALCEDO. 

The sinking of the U.S. patrol boat Alcedo by a Ger- 
man submarine in foreign waters was announced by 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels on Noy. 6 in the follow- 
ing statement : 

“The Navy Department has been advised by Vice 
Admiral Sims that at half-past one a.m. on Nov. 5 the 
American patrol boat Alcedo, a converted yacht, was 
torpedoed and sunk by a German submarine in the war 
zone. One officer and twenty men are missing. The 
ship sank in four minutes after being struck. Several 
vessels were searching for possitle survivors at the time 
the report was made. The Alcedo carried a crew of 
seven officers and eighty-five men.”

Secretary Daniels issued the following statement on 
Nov. 7 concerning the torpedoed vessel: “The Navy De- 
partment has received a report from Vice Admiral Sims 
stating that no trace has been found of the one officer 
and twenty men reported missing after the sinking of the 
American patrol vessel Alcedo. Several vessels, which 
were searching for possible survivors have given up the 
search. It is believed that most of the missing men were 
killed by the explosion of the torpedo.” 

The Alcedo is the second patrol boat of the Navy lost 
in foreign waters, but the first sunk by a submarine. 
The first patrol boat was lost on Oct. 4, but her name 
was not given by the Navy Department. All her officers 
and men were saved. She is said to have foundered, 
but no particulars were ever given. 

Alcedo was 185 feet in length, had a twenty- 
four foot beam and drew eleven feet of water. She 
was launched at Wilmington, Del., on April 10, 1897. 
She was sold to the government last June by G. W. 
Childs Drexel and after being fitted out and armed at 
the navy yard, New York, was assigned to patrol duty 
in British waters. 

Lieut. John T. Melvin, who is reported as among the 
missing, was born in Alabama Oct. 16, 1887, and was 
appointed to the Naval Academy July 6, 1907. He re- 
signed from the Navy Aug. 20, 1915, and was reappointed 
in 1917. 
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FIRST RECIPIENTS OF WAR INSURANCE. 
Secretary McAdoo announced on Noy. 1 that incom- 
plete and unofficial reports on initial casualties among 
American troops in France indicate that Mrs. Alice Dodd, 
of Evansville, Ind., widowed mother of James B. Gres- 
ham, a private who was killed, will be the first depend- 
ent of a soldier engaged in trench fighting to benefit under 
the recently enacted War Insurance Act. Relatives of 
other soldiers killed or wounded may benefit later when 
their status is definitely determined. As the- widowed 
mother and sole beneficiary of a soldier, Mrs. Dodd will 
receive at least $45 a month. She is entitled to $20 a 
month as straight compensation and at least $25 a month 
as insurance which was automatically granted to her 
son upon enactment of the War Insurance bill into a law. 
As a widowed mother she will receive the $20 monthly 
until her death or remarriage, and the $25 monthly in- 
surance will continue during her widowhood for a period 
not exceeding twenty years. If Mrs. Dodd’s son carried 
a special policy for her benefit, as he may have done up 
to a face value of $10,000, but of which at present there 
is no record available, she will receive it monthly in 
instalments of $5.75 for each $1,000 or $57.50 monthly 
for a $10,000 policy instead of the $25 automatic insur- 
ance in addition to her widowed mother’s compensation. 
No available record shows that either Thomas F. En- 
right, of Pittsburgh, or Merle D. Hay, of Glidden, Iowa, 
the two other seldiers killed, left dependents, and, there- 
fore, unless the record is changed, no one will receive 
either compensation or insurance as a result of their 
deaths. An allowance not to exceed $100 to meet burial 
expenses is automatically made in the case of each death. 
What compensation, if any, the five soldiers injured in 





the attack will receive depends on the extent of their in-, 


juries and the number of their dependents. No detailed 
reports on the injuries have been received. If any of 
the five men have been totally and permanently disabled, 
they too will receive $25 per month and, if they die be- 
fore the expiration of twenty years, their wives, children 
or widowed mothers will receive the insurance for a 
eriod not to exceed twenty years from the date of the 
injury. In any event the dependents of these men will 
continue to receive the allotments of pay and family 
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allowances. ‘The dependents ofthe eleven men reporteg 
“captured or missing” will continue for the present ty 
receive the allotment of pay and the family allowances 
provided by the: law for men in active service if some 
change is made in the soldier’s status by the War De. 
partment their dependents will benefit accordingly. 

Preparations to push the Service insurance campaign 
among the civilian populace in order that pressure from 
the home may be brought on the soldier and sailor urging 
them to take advantage of the opportunity to insure haye 
been started by the War Risk Insurance Bureau of the 
Treasury Department. The aid of thousands of insyr- 
ance agents will be enlisted, and the campaign of educa- 
tion will be furthered through moving pictures, posters 
and by the distribution of pamphlets on the subject. 

The Bureau of Navigation of the Navy Department has 
sent a circular letter out to the Service containing jp. 
structions relative to the War Insurance Act which jg 
similar to the one sent to the Army as described in our 
issue of Novy. 3. 
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AMERICAN MEDICAL PERSONNEL. 

There are 3,180 medical officers, nurses and members 
of ambulance sections of the U.S. Army now- attached to 
the British and French forces, according to official apn- 
nouncement. This total is made up of 870 medical offi- 
cers and 470 nurses with the British forces and forty 
ambulance sections, each of forty-six officers and men (a 
total of 1,840), with the Freneh army. All of this 
American personnel is loaned to the British and French 
forces. It is subject to recall and can, if the War De- 
partment so decides, be assigned to duty with the Ameri- 
can forces. All wear the uniforms of the U.S. Army, 
The plans contemplate the replacement of some of these 
officers and ambulance sections from time to time by 
fresh units from the United States and the assignment of 
the experienced units to the American Expeditionary 
Forces. Considerable additions to the number of Ameri- 
can ambulance sections attached to the French army are 
in prospect. Provision has been made for the formation 
and training of 120 more sections at Allentown, Pa.. ali 
for eventual service with the French army. 

United States Army officers welcomed the chance for 
American personnel, particularly medical officers, to ac- 
quire training under actual service conditions on the 
western front before they are needed to care for Ameri- 
ean soldiers. The apprec’ation of Great Britain and 
France for the assistance given by this contribution of 
American personnel has been indicated. “Great Britain 
needed medical officers and nurses very much,” stated 
Col. T. H. Goodwin, who acted with the British govern- 
ment in making the arrangements with the United States 
authorities. ‘“‘We appealed to the United States for as- 
sistance and this appeal was promptly and very gener- 
ously responded to.” Major Gen. W. ©. Gorgas, Sur- 
geon General, U.S.A., has had called to his attention the 
following comment on the American medical officers made 
by a surgeon general of the British army: “They were 
very fine units and made our task easy in 
consequence of their willingness and affability. Nothing 
could have been better.” Another comment by a British 
surgeon general was: “We are making the officers of the 
units our guests during their stay here. I hope we may 
be able to make them feel at home, we shall do our best.” 
Again he said: “We are greatly impressed with the 
American medical officers, their keenness, energy and 
quick perception are a positive tonic.” “I hear very 
favorable reports on the work of the U.S. Army officers,” 
wrote a British staff officer from British headquarters in 
France. “They are very popular with our people.” 

“The way the American authorities have come to our 
aid in the supply of American medical officers is much 
appreciated and this help has been invaluable,” is a 
statement made by a British officer at the British War 
Office. More than thirty citations for fine service by 
American ambulance sections have been made in French 
orders of the day. More than 100 members of these 
sections have been awarded the Croix de Guerre. Three 
have been given the Medaille Militaire and two have been 
awarded the insignia of the Legion D’honneur 





FROM THE EXPEDITIONARY FORCES 

A correspondent serving in an Infantry regiment of the 
U.S. Army somewhere in France in a letter to a friend 
says: “We arrived at a port in France after a rather 
long but interesting trip. The weather was fine most of 
the way across, there being but two days when the sea 
was rough. The steamer was very crowded and the en- 
listed men had to sleep in the hold in temporary bunks, 
three tiers high. The men were packed so close that they 
could hardly move, but this was part of the expected im 
conveniences of war, and they made the best of it. Some 
of us preferred sleeping on the deck to going down below, 
Quite a number of transports left with the one our regi 
ment was in, all being well armed. In addition to carry: 
ing rapid fire guns, they had pieces of heavy ordnance 
mounted, which could be used against submarines. The 
lighter caliber guns were fer use against torpedoes in case 
they could be spotted in time. We were convoyed by 
quite a number of destroyers and cruisers. There were 
also hydro aeroplanes and observation balloons, which 
were sent up each day to see whcther they could spot any 
submarines. So far as we could learn none was seen. At 
any event, no attack was made upon our convoy. 

“As a matter of precaution, every man aboard the 
transport was given a life preserver, which he had te 
wear all the time; also a can containing milk chocolate, 
to be eaten only in case of emergency. Quite a number of 
men could not wait for the emergency and ate the choc 
olate. When the inspecting officer came around and 
found the chocolate gone, each man who ate it was fined 
$1 for disobeying the rule, which made the chocolate quite 
an expensive luxury. Each man also had to have his can 
teen filled with water. 

“All lights «n the transports had to be out at 6:29 p.m, 
and it was at first very hard to get around the steamer, 
but we finally got used to it. It was also very difficult to 
pick out the men detailed to guard duty in the night, and 
when the corporal called the men assigned to some pars 
ticular rel..f, many asserted they did not belong to it, 
and there was no means of checking up the right man im 
the darkness, the result being that many men had to do 
double duty. About 150 men were assigned to guard 
duty and during my detail what with posting the guard 
at different reliefs and trying to find the right men, I did 
not have more than half an hour's rest the entire night. 
The men were supposed to stay on guard one hour. but it 
was impossible to keep this schedule, and many men had 
to serve over the allotted time. 

“After we entered the danger zon * in fact I might 
say before we entered it, every one on the ship was full 
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ef expectancy as to what might happen, and it was with 
considerable relief that we sesieal safely at a French 
port. We received a great welcome on landing and were 
assigned to a small village located among some hills. We 
were quartered in wooden buildings that were the best the 
regiment has been housed in for a long time. We were 
given plenty -f exercise after landing and some of it we 
get before breakfast. The various companies are sent out 
on long runs through the country to harden the men. 
The rule regarding being inside camp at eight o’clock is 
strictly enforced, and most men are glad to turn in at 
that time, so that we get nearly twice the amount of sleep 
we got while we were in camp in New York State. There 
is plenty of fruit in the country where the regiment is sta- 
tioned and we can purchase chocolate and other luxuries 
at the Y.M.C.A. They are putting up a mess building for 
us which will be a great. convenience, and I can say that 
the rations we are receiving are even better than those we 
were served while in camp im New York State. 

“We are being drilled thoroughly in the use of the 
bayonet, and use the English bayonet drill instead of the 
American. This is considered far superior for trench 
warfare, and it was adopted after it had been found by 
practical experience to be the best. We have a very 
healthy camp and like it in every way better than the 
camp in New York. The only fault we can find is that 
the water tastes queer. It has a kind of a tarry taste. 
This may be healthy, but is a little hard to get used to. 

‘We do not expect to get into the trenches for actual 
fighting until next spring, although one never knows what 
is ahead of him. Some of the officers and men from other 
regiments have been sent to the front for special instruc- 
tion. Newspapers here are yery welcome, as they are 
hard to get, and we are almost ignorant as to what is 
being done in the war on account of the lack of news- 
papers. Our regiment which has a long list of battles to 
its credit in the Civil, Spanish and Philippine wars, and 
in the Boxer rebellion, will now have France and perhaps 
other countries in Europe on its record.”

THE ANTI-SUBMARINE CAMPAIGN. 
Between forty and fifty per cent. of the German sub- 
marines operating in northern waters have been sunk 





by the British and American patrol fleets, according 
to a statement made by Sir Eric Geddes, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, to the British Parliament on Nov. 1. 


He added that during the last quarter the enemy -has 

t aS many submarines as during the whole of 1916. 
“As regards the sinkings of British merchant tonnage 
by submarines,” he continued, “German official figures 
for August are 808,000 tons of all nationalities. They 
sank a little more than half, of all nationalities. For 
September their official figures are 679,000 tons. They 
sank far less than one-third of that amount of British 
tonnage and less than one-half of that amount’of all 
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nationalities. The Germans claim that our tonnage is 
falling so low that there are not enough ships on the 


sea to enable their submarine commanders to maintain 
heir bag.” , 
While the British and American offensive measures 


against the submarine were improving all the time, he 
said, on the other hand the Germans were building sub- 
marines faster than they have hitherto done, and they 
have not yet attained their maximum strength. “It ap- 
pears to me, therefore,” he added, “that the submarine 
warfare, as elsewhere, is becoming a test of determina- 
tion and ingenuity between the two contending forces.” 
As a proof of what the British were doing in the way 
of new shipbuilding he stated that the output of mer- 
chant tonnage for the first nine months of 1917 is 123 
per cent. higher than the total output for the whole of 
1915. For the navy’s end, he said, its displacement 
was seventy-one per cent greater than in 1914, when it 
was 2,400,000 tons. At the outbreak of the war the 
British navy had eighteen mine sweepers and auxiliary 
patrols, now there are 3,366. The personnel of the fleet 
before the war was 146,000; now it is 390,000. 

Sir Bric paid this compliment to Vice-Admiral Sims, 
U.S.N., and his flotilla: wish to acknowledge fully 
the valuable contribution made by the United States 
Navy in this convoy work since their destroyers joined 
us under command of Vice-Admiral Sims, from whom 
we have received the heartiest co-operation and whose 
counsel has been of great value to us. The contribu- 
tion of the United States Navy was given promptly 
and freely upon their entry into the war, and is grad- 
ually being extended in this and other ways.”

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HEALTH CONDITIONS AT CAMPS. 

Col. Weston P. Chamberlain, U.S.A., of the Surgeon 
General’s office, general sanitary inspector for a group 
of Regular Army, National Army and Aviation camps, 
has returned to Washington from an inspection trip to 
Camp Grant, Rockford, Ill. (N.A.); Camp Pike, Little 
Rock, Ark. (N.A.).; Fort Thomas, Newport, Ky. (Regu- 
lar Army Recruit Depot), and Camp Sherman, Chilli- 
cothe, Ohio (N.A.). About two weeks ago he returned 
from inspection of Selfridge Field, Mount Clemens, Mich. 
(aviation) ; Camp Custer, Battle Creek, Mich. (N.A.) ; 
Canute Field, Rantoul, Ill. (aviation); Scott Field, 
Belleville, Ill. (aviation) ; Camp Zachary Taylor, Louis- 
ville, Ky. (N.A.), and Wilbur Wright Field, Fairfield, 
Ohio (aviation). “At the National Army camps visited, 
the percentage of sick, practically all of whom are under 
treatment in cantonment hospitals, ranges from below one 
per cent. to slightly below 2 per cent., except at Camp 
Pike, where it is considerably higher as the result of 
measles among the men,” Colonel Chamberlaine stated. 
“Most of the men at Camp Pike, by the way, are from 
rural districts, and it is the rule that the proportion sus- 
ceptible to measles is higher among these than among men 
from more thickly populated sections, who have usually 
had measles in childhood. 

“There is extremely little serious illness at any of the 
camps. The only serious disease found at any of the 
camps was pneumonia. The results attained in handling 
this disease are indicated by the latest figures from Camp 
Sherman. There were forty-three cases in October in a 
command with an average strength for the month of 
1,000. Of these cases, only three had died during the 
month, a mortality of seven per cent. In civil life the 
average mortality for pneumonia is between fifteen and 
twenty per cent. The latest type of serum treatment for 
pneumonia is used at all camps. The general sanitary 
conditions at every camp inspected were found to be ex- 
cellent. The flying fields are completely equipped so far 
as comforts and sanitary arrangements are concerned. 
Excellent water is provided at all the camps—filtered and 
chlorinated in every case where this is necessary. All 
the camps have completed sewer systems. Several flying 
camps, from which untreated sewage could not be dis- 
charged into nearby rivers without nuisance, have sewage 
disposal plants.”

G.C.M. OF ENLISTED MEN, 24TH U.S. INFANTRY. 

The G.C.M. for the trial of sixty-three enlisted men of 
the 24th U.S. Infantry, who are charged with mutiny, 
murder. and rioting, incident to shooting up Houston, 
Texas, on Aug. 23 last, which resulted in the death of 
twenty-four persons, began on Nov. 2 at Fort Sam Hous- 


ton, Texas. 

The president of the court is Brig. Gen. George K. 
Hunter, and the judge advocate is Col. John A. Hull. 
Major D. V. Sutphin is assistant judge advocate. The 
other members of the court are: Brig. Gen. Joseph A. 
Gaston, 90th Div.; Brig. Gen. R. A. Richards, N.G., 
34th Div.; Col. BE. A. Millard, 3d Field Art.; Col. A. C. 
Macomb, 14th Cav.; Col. De R. C. Cabell, 10th Cav.; 
Col. R. H. Tompkins, 7th Cav.; Col. James H. Frier, 
85th Inf.; Col. George HB. Stockle, 12th Cav.; Col. C. 
J. Manly, M.C.; Lieut. Col. James J. Hornbrook, 17th 
Cav.; Lieut. Col. O. B. Meyer, 14th Cay., and Lieut. Col. 

Grier, 
Inf., U.S.A., is counsel for the defendants. ; 

Three negroes of the 24th Infantry who participated in 
the riot were identified by Capt. Haig Shekerjian, of the 
24th Infantry. The three men identified are Corpl. J. R. 
Hawkins, ‘Corpl. G. Brown and Pvt. Ira Davis. The 
shooting up of Houston, Capt. Shekerjian testified, was 
precipitated by Policeman Sparks, of Houston, in abusing 
Corpl. Charles Baltimoore, of the 24th Infantry. The 
latter had asked Sparks, it was said, why he had arrested 
a certain member of the 24th, and according to Capt. 
Shekerjian, Sparks swore at Baltimoore and hit him on 
the head with a revolver, besides firing three shots at him, 
when Baltimoore ran away after being asaulted. Sparke 
then arrested the latter. 

Captain Shekerjian stated that the report reached 
Camp Logan, where the negro troops were stationed, 
thut Baltimoore had been shot, and their anger continued 
to rise until they mutinied and went to Houston. 

Capt. Shekerjian, before the mutiny, had secured the 
release of Baltimoore, and took him to camp, instructing 
him en route to belittle the whole affair. At camp Shek- 
erjian of Baltimoore, and took him to camp, instructing 
his tent and explained that Sparks would be punished, 
and instructed the non-commissioned officers to explain 
the situation fully to the men at “retreat.” Major Snow 
had previously cancelled all passes for the night, he 
gaid. Shekerjian then testified: 

“Tt all happened faster than I can tell you. Men be- 
gan firing; there was too much noise for them to hear 
my commands to stop. I saw a group of men fying prone 
behind a stump, apparently firing promiscuously. I ran 
up and grabbed their guns into my arms and told them 





there was no danger, to quit firing and help restore order. 
They quit. I continued running to men and hold 
of them, issuing orders to ‘cease firing’ into their ears, 
I was having some success. About this time I heard some 
yell, “To h- with going to France; let’s go clean a 
that city.” The negroes then were running tow 
the town.” 

_ Fifteen thousand cartridges (200 rounds) were miss- 
ing from Co. I supply, 200 from Co. L, and 2,000 from 
Co. M, Captain Shekerjian said, but he did not know how 
many from Co. K. He saw one contingent of about 75 
men leave camp. Later, individuals ‘eft. Sergeant Nesht 
was not firing at the-time he called to Captain Shekerjian 
to lie down. Company I check was first held after —— 
All companies were finished about eleven o'clock. 
were started by ten o’clock. The disorder that prevailed 
caused the delay in checking. 

He described the trouble as breaking out from a “clear 
sky.” At eight o’clock he would have said it was impos- 
sible. Before the first shot there was no indication of a 
combination to shoot up-the city. 

Adjournment was taken after Captain Shekerjian’s 
testimony. 
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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 

A paymaster’s clerk who is relieved from employment 
with the Navy, by reason of the fact that the pay officer 
with whom he has been serving has been detached from 
duty, and who, four days later accepts a reappointment 
with the same pay officer “can hardly be considered as 
re-entering the Service after an intent to separate him- 
self from employment therein” and therefore is not an ap- 
pointment from “civil life’ within the meaning of the 
law providing for constructive service pay. In giving 
the decision that such a clerk “is not entitled to credit 
for constructive service in computing his pay the 
Comptroller says: “In order that an officer, who has 
had previous service in the Navy, may receive credit for 
constructive service upon re-entry in the Navy, he must 
clearly prove that he previously separated himself there- 
from with intent to leave the employ of the Navy and 
with no thought of re-entry therein.” : 

In view of the fact that “the use of personal funds in 
the payment of Government accounts is not approved and 
should not be followed as a general practice,” the Comp- 
troller suggests this method for disbursing officers — 
care of cash payments for express carrying charges. Suc 
officers, he states, are authorized to have small amounts 
of cash on hand to make cash payments where necessary. 
In such a case “a number of paid receipts of the same 
express company may be stated on a single voucher, the 
company’s receipt attached thereto answering for the 
payee’s certification on the voucher, the administrative 
certification to appear on the voucher as in other cases,” 

Additional pay of five dollars per month to enlisted 
men of the Navy for service “on board submarine yes- 
sels of the Navy” cannot be paid to men of the Navy 
who serve on such a craft “while in process of construc- 
tion and prior to being officially tested and commissioned” 
since such a boat “is a prospective vessel of the Navy as 
distinguished from one of the ‘submarine vessels of the 
Navy This is equally true,” the Comptroller adds, 
“whether the construction is being done by a contractor 
for the Navy or directly by the Navy.”

THE GAS AND FLAME UNI! 

English military officers who are expert in the offensive 
and defensive use of gas and flame methods of warfare 
are instructing the officers and men of the 30th Engineers, 
Gas and Flame, at Camp American University and im- 
portant secret tests are being made in practice work there. 
American soldiers, largely recruited from the ranks of 
such civil professions and trades as chemical and me- 
chanical engineering, explosive and gas manufacture, 
plumbing and carpentry, are being trained for this work.

The Secretary of War made the following statement on 
Nov. 8: “The Army and the American Red Cross are 
being embarrassed because a large number of the relatives 
of men in training camps have undertaken to take up 
their abode near the cantonments and ports of embarka- 
tion. In many instances there are no facilities near 
camp for taking care of such visitors and would-be resi- 
dents, and difficuity is found in comfortably housing these 
well-intentioned relatives. Protracted visits are especially 
undesirable. So far as possible the War Department, at 
the suggestion of the civilian relief branch of the Red 
Cross, desires to discourage families from leaving their 
homes and attempting to take up a new residence near 
the training camps. The Department has no disposition 
to deny the soldier in training occasional visits by his 
relatives; but unless a relative shall have been able to 
arrange for accommodations in advance it is unwise that 
he or she should go to the cantonment sites only to find 
difficulty in obtaining a nearby place at which to stay. 
The civilian relief work of the Red Cross, which embraces 
the care of any needy families of sailors and soldiers in 
their own homes, encounters unnecessary burdens through 
the influx of relatives of soldiers and sailors to canton- 
ments, naval training stations and ports of embarkation. 
Military and civil authorities are seriously embarrassed, 
in a number of instances, by the problem of caring for 
thousands of members of families of enlisted men. Feed- 
ing and housing conditions at some of the training sites 
make it almost impossible to provide accommodations, and 
when visits are made to such camps the visiting relatives 
should make advance arrangements.” 





We have received several complaints that allotments 
of pay made by enlisted men now serving with the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces in France have not been re 
ceived by relatives in the United States. We are in- 
formed by the War Department that pay allotments 
under old law are paid by Army paymaster the second 
month after the pay is earned. Allotments under the new 
law will be paid by the Treasury Department the first of 
the month after the pay is earned. No application for the 
payment need be made by the allottee. A check will be 
sent to the party named in the allotment.

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NAVAL AVIATION AT DUNWOODY. 
Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 4, 1917. 

Capt. E. W. Farrow, of the British Royal Flying 
Corps, has been appointed chief instructor in aviation 
for the U.S. Naval Training Station at Dunwoody In- 
stitute, Minneapolis. Classes open Nov. 12, and the 
scheme of teaching in many respects will follow that given 
student aviators at Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, Boston. Captain Farrow comes to Minneapolis 
from Toronto, where lately he has been engaged in train- 
ing aerial men. To start, enrolment in the Dunwoody 
Unit is limited to twenty-five students. They are quar- 
tered in a twenty-room house, the residence of the late 
Judge Martin Koon, near the institute. This house is 
fitted with classrooms and study halls, and is the official 
gathering place for the Aero Club of Minneapolis, finan- 
cial sponsor of the Dunwoody aviation program. 

Ensign Colby Dodge, U.S.N., wh. as commanding offi- 
cer at Dunwoody originated the move for naval aviation 
training in the Northwest, is directing the work in addi- 
tion to his other duties, and has appointed as his as- 
sistant in the flying school Chief Master-at-Arms W. W. 
Eastman, U.S.N.R.F. After a conference in Washington 
with Surgeon General Braisted, of the Navy, Ensign 
Dodge was authorized to establish in Minneapolis a hos- 
pital school to train 100 men at a time as pharmacist’s 
mates. From Washington Ensign Dodge wired his execu- 
tive officer, Pay Clerk L. A. Ketterer, at Dunwoody, to 
obtain data on the outlook, and within thirty-six hours 
received word that the University of Minnesota would 
gladly train these hospital men free for the Navy. 

The first contingent of Dunwoody gas-engine men for 
the engineer crews of submarine chasers has just been 
transferred to Columbia University for a four weeks’ 
finishing course on actual chaser apparatus. These men 
with their mates in the same class who will leave Dun- 
woody in squads from time to time for Columbia, sub- 
scribed over $14,000 to the second Liberty Loan, an aver- 
age of $275 per man. As a reward for leading nine 
classes in subscriptions, the commandant permitted the 
gas-engine students to celebrate with a dance and supper 
ay in the gymnasium of the training school. A simi- 
ar event was given on the evening of Nov. 3, after the 
football game between the Dunwoody bluejackets and a 
team from the Great Lakes Naval Station, a game in 
which Dunwoody nosed out victor by a score of 7-6.

STATE GUARDS. 
Adjutant General Sherrill, of New York, announces that 


members of the Naval Militia may enroll voluntarily in the 
National Naval Volunteers, or they may be drafted into such 
service by the President. The President has accepted such 
members of the Naval Militia as enrolled in the National Naval 
Volunteers, but has not drafted them into the Federal service. 
The Naval Militia, who thus volunteered their services were 
not discharged from state service as were the members of the 
New York National Guard, and therefore the provisions of 
G.O. 33, ¢.s., from A.G.O., do not apply to the Naval Militia, 
says General Sherrill. 

Armory instruction for officers and enlisted men of the 
New York Guard will begin in all organizations thereof, ex 
cept those on active duty guarding property, immediately after 
Nov. 6, 1917. Every command or component thereof will be 
required to drill at least once each week for a period of one 
and one-half hours. Attendance of less than eighty per cent. 
of a command at each drill will not be deemed satisfactory. 
Schools for officers and non-commissioned officers will be held 
at least monthly on dates which do not conflict with the 
regular drills of organizations. All organizations of the New 
York Guard will be instructed and drilled as Infantry.

Who ranks, and how; An- 
swer: The Reserve officer who ranks from date ordered to 
active duty, which happens to be two months earlier than the 
date from which all National Guard officers drafted into the 
Service rank—Aug. 5. A therefore ranks B. 

T. F. L.—The lineal list of the U.S. Army is not published 
at present. The May directory contained the last published 
lineal list. The Surgeon General may be able to tell you 
where you stand among the new appointees. The May list 
gives the lineal order of dentists appointed down to October 
1916. The subsequent nominations published in our columns 
were printed in the order of standing. 

A READER asks: A member of the National Guard (New 
York) having served nine months on the Mexican border as 
U.S. soldier and being Federalized again in July last, died in 
the middle of September from disease contracted in the Ser 
vice, leaving father and mother, about seventy years old, de- 
pendents, both invalids. What are they entitled to under the 
present law. He had not applied for insurance; he had not 
the chance. The Insurance bill reads ‘‘widowed mother,’’ 
so please give me a little information on the above case. 
Answer: The War — Insurance Act is not retroactive. As 
he died prior to Oct. 6, his case would come under prior law 
as to payment of six months’ pay to his beneficiary if he 
made the designation required by regulations when he came 
into the Federal service. See Act of May 11, 1908, amended 
March 3, 1909. As to pension, address the Commissioner of 
Pensions, 

R. J. G. asks: Is a retired soldier, who has been twelve 
years 8 clerk, Q.M. Corps, with three years’ detached service 
eligible for appointment in Q.M. Corps as field clerk without 
disturbing his status on the retired list; Answer: No

J. F. C.—vU.S. soldiers, sailors and marines are forbidden

intoxicating liquers while in uniform, Any saloon keeper sell- 
ing liquors to any soldier, sailor or marine while in uniform 
does so contrary to law. 

RETIRED SOLDIER asks: Will a™ retired enlisted man 
have to pay income tax on his retired pay if his income (other 
wages earned), together with his retired pay, should reach 
$2,000 (married many; I have been asked several times by 
friends of mme hereabouts. Answer: He is in the same class 
as the civilian with regard to tax on income over $2,000 (mar- 
ried man), If his income were $2,500 he would pay two per 
cent. on $500, or $10. See page 346, Nov. 3. A single man, 
same income, would pay two per cent. on $1,500, or $390. 

W. B. R. asks: Is an enlisted man supposed to salute an 
Army field clerk; Answer: No; he salutes commissioned offi- 
cers only. 

Cc. W. asks: Has the Government made any provisions to 
pay dependent relatives of soldiers? If so, when will it take 
effect? Answer: Since Oct. 6 this is taken care of through 
the War Risk Insurance Act, heretofore described in these 
columns. 


W. J. B. asks: (1) Can an enlisted man twenty years of 
age who has not yet completed his first year of service take 
an examination for second lieutenant in the Cavalry branch 
of the Service, and if so can this examination be taken as an 
enlisted man or as 6 civilian? Im case it can be taken as a 
civilian must the application for examination be sent to The 
Adjutant General through military channels? (2) Conld this 
man get an appointment te the U.S. Military Academy at 
West Point? If so how could this appointment be obtained? 
(3) Could an enlisted man stationed on the Canal Zone get 
a transfer to an organization in the States provided he would 
furnish his own transportation? Answer: (1) Too young for 
examination for commission. (2) Oould be appointed to Mili- 
tary Academy; apply to your ©.0, (3) Depends upon vacan- 
cies; apply through channel. 


J. P. D—In the matter of allowances on recruiting duty, 
men of the Reserve force are entitled to the same allowances 
as men of the Regular Navy.

E. A. G. asks: What became of the bill establishing senior 
grade for ordnance sergeants! Answer: This is in the bill to 
amend the National Defense Act. These amendments will be 
considered at the winter session of Congress. 


TATE asks: (1) How can an enlisted National Guard man, 
now corporal of Coast Artillery, apply for training for com- 
missioned officer? Sergeants stand ahead, perhaps. Com- 
manding officers have been changed twice, yet these present 
lieutenants have fayored him for several minor promotions. 
Having enlisted in May, trained at fort since Aug. 5, 1.7 per 
cent. allowed to a company. Yet said man stood well at col- 
lege and in business.
